THE question of the confidential- 
ity of Cabinet discussions will be 
tested for the first time in the 
High Court tomorrow. 

he Irish Times has learned that 
the Attorney General, Mr Harry 
Whelehan, had instructed the 
State’s legal team some months 
ago to challenge any attempt by 
the Tribunal of Inquiry into the 
Beef Industry to inquire into the 
contents of discussions at Cabinet 
meetings. Government sources 
were adamant yesterday that the 
issue would be fought all the way 
to the Supreme Court 

Tomorrow’s High Court case 
follows the decision by Mr Justice 
Rory O’Hanlon yesterday to per- 
mit the Attorney General to apply 
for a judicial review of the ruling 
by the chairman of the tribunal, 
Mr Justice Hamilton, to ask ques- 
tions about Cabinet discussions 
on Export Credit Insurance 
Scheme (ECIS) facilities in 1988. 

It arose-from a dispute at Tues- 
day’s tribunal hearing in Dublin 
Castle when Mr Justice Hamilton 
asked the former Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, Mr Ray 
Burke, about discussions at a 
Government meeting on June 8th, 
1988, when it was decided to raise 
the ceiling for ECIS cover for Iraq. 

His entitlement to raise the 
issue was immediately questioned, 
however, by Mr Henry Hickey SC, 
for the State, citing Article 28.4.2 
of the Constitution which states 
that the Government must take 
collective responsibility for its de- 
cisions. ; 

Mr James O’Reilly SC, for the 
Attorney. General, is seeking a 
declaration that the tribunal chair- 
man is not legally entitled to in- 
quire into or consider’ the 
discussions — if any — occurring 
during a Government meeting, 
and an order quashing Mr Justice 
Hamilton’s ruling. 

The -case, which will open 
tomorrow, now centres on the 
question of Cabinet confidential- 
ity, which is not expressly men- 
tioned in the Constitution. It has 
grown up, according to legal 
sources, as a matter of convention 
or practice. 

Based on yesterday’s affidavits, 
the Attorney General is likely to 
argue that discussions and deci- 
sions at meetings of the Govern- 
ment concerning the exercise of 
the executive power of the State 
shall be in accordance with the 
Cabinet. system of government 
provided for under the Constitu- 
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Challenge: The Attorney 
General, Mr Whelehan, gave 
instructions to State’s legal 
team 


tion, and on the collective author- 
ity of the Government collectively 
responsible for the Departments 
of State. 

He is also of the view that the 
system of collective Cabinet res- 
ponsibility could not survive if the 
free, open and frank discussions 


that take place at Government 
meetings were to be open to scru- 
tiny. The confidentiality of discus- 
sions by members of the Supreme 
Court, juries and the Council of 
State, before reaching their deci- 
sions, may also be raised. 

The tribunal, for its part, is ex- 
pected to argue that the Govern- 
ment is responsible to the Dail 
and that Mr Justice Hamilton, its 
chairman, is an instrument of the 
Dail which directed the inquiry. 

Furthermore, it is likely to point 
out the terms of the resolution set- 
ting up the tribunal which states 
that it may inquire into “any mat- 
ters connected with or relevant to 
the matters aforesaid which the 
tribunal considers it necessary to 
investigate in connection with its 
inquiries...” 

The ruling of the High Court, 
and possibly the Supreme Court, 
is row crucial to the continuation 
of the tribunal, since Mr Justice 
Hamilton holds that it is essential 
that he establish whether Mr 
Burke, or any other member of 
that Government, remembers any 
decision by the Government, in 
June 1988, to increase the level of 
export credit insurance for Iraq by 
£120 million, and to know if there 
was a decision by the Government 
that it should be limited to two* 
companies. 

The Cabinet minutes of: June 
8th, 1988, which have been sub- 
mitted to the inquiry, and also to 
the High Court, do not record that 
decision. 

Mr Justice Hamilton made it 
clear on Tuesday that he had no 
intention of raising any question 
of what might, or might not, be 
apparent dissension in the Cabi- 
net, and that he would act respon- 
sibly as to how far he would go in 
his inquiries. “I am concerned to 
inquire into anything to provide 
the basis for the belief of the Min- 
ister for Industry and Commerce 
of the time (Mr Reynolds) that 
such a decision had been made, ’ 
he said. 

The confidentiality of Govern- 
ment discussions has never been 
tested in the courts, legal sources 
confirmed last night. An interest- 
ing precedent was established last 
July, however, when the Supreme 
Court ruled that Government 
memoranda, and other Cabinet 
documents, used in deciding to 
give designated status to the Irish 
Life development site on George’s 
Quay, Dublin, would have to be 
made available to lawyers chal- 
lenging the designation on behalf 
of five developers of commercial 
and office buildings in Dublin.

President 
calls for 
debate on 
Ireland’s 
role in 
Europe

DELIVERING a 35-minute 
speech which emphasised themes 
of inclusiveness in relation to all 
shades of opinion and confident 
and open debate as Ireland faces 
ter European union, Mrs Mary 
obinson yesterday became the 
State’s first President to address 
both Houses of the Oireachtas in 
Leinster House. 


Accompanied by her husband, 
Nicholas, the President arrived for 
the historic speech in the crowded 
Dail chamber shortly after 4 p.m. 
yesterday. Escorted to the dais by 


the Taoiseach, Mr Reynolds, she 


was greeted by sustained applause 
from deputies, senators, the Coun- 
cil of State, a large number of am- 
bassadors, civil servants and 
members of her immediate family, 
including her father, Dr Aubrey 
Bourke, as well as by members of 
the public in the packed gallery. 


The former president, Dr Pat- 
rick Hillery, was among the large 
audience present, but the former 
Taoiseach, Mr Charles Haughey, 
was absent. 


Delivering an address which 
repeatedly stressed the need to ex- 
amine our self-perception with 
regard to European union, Mrs 
Robinson immediately struck a 
note of harmony, referring sympa-: 
thetically to those who had 
recently voted against ratification 
of the Maastricht Treaty. The 
Europe unfolding before us was a 
theatre of concerns, where diversity 
would bring tensions, but we 
should not shirk the challenges 
ahead, she said. 

Calling for honest debate on 
issues such as neutrality, the Presi- 
dent said that we should not be 
afraid that such discussion might 
be interpreted as “rn un-European 
attitude.” 

The Irish language, and fears for 
its survival in a broader Europe, 
was also a theme of her address. 
We needed to persuade our young 
people that our lan e was part 
of our environment, a living thing, 
subjected to stress and ect and 
entitled to care and protection. 

Referring also to “tensions and 


’ sorrows” in Ireland, the President 


spoke of the grief she felt over the 
protracted vio of the Northern 
conflict. She reassured the people 
of Northern Ireland, of all tradi- 


_ tions, of “our deep commitment to 


dialogue and friendship.” 

Her audience gave her a lengthy 
standing ovation and, following a 
brief message of thanks from the 
Cathaoirleach of the Seanad, Mr 
Sean Fallon, President Robinson 
was escorted from the building by 
the Taoiseach, Mr Reynolds.

THIS is a war without casualty 
figures. Each night, uncounted 
and perhaps uncountable num- 
bers of young men die in the 
foothills outside Sarajevo as 
the city’s defenders and 
besiegers try to kill one 
another in the dark. 

This is war at its worst. No 
one here doubts the mood on 
either side. That innocuous 
expression, ‘‘no quarter 
given’’, actually means that the 
wounded are killed by the 
enemy, their throats cut. It 
means no prisoners. It means 
teenagers fighting blindly to the 
death in the foxholes and the 
Shallow entrenchments on the 
slopes which begin their rise 
from the city centre as close as 
Grafton Street is to O’Connell 
Bridge. 

At night one can sit in the 
dark by one’s bedroom win- 
dow, shattered by sniper-fire, 
and listen to the din of battle 


Young men die screaming as the bullets 


reach busily into the dark 


which begins two or 300 yards 
away and which reaches about 
a mile or so - the steep 
incline, up the hills of Vraca, 
Molil and Zuc. 

Once heard that din can 
never be forgotten. The sheer 
intensity of the fighting is 
ing is overpowering: to hear it 
in one’s bedroom through the 
lightless night of Sarajevo is to 
remind one of one’s good for- 
tune. For this fighting on those 
slopes in that dark is being 
done in large measure by local 
youngsters, untrained, 
unseasoned, often enough as 
yet unshaved, and within a 
pistol shot of their homes. 

Their ordeal must for the 
moment remain undescribed. It

will probably remain indescrib- 
able. 7 
The sound of battle on the 
hills of Sarajevo rises and falls, 
it is almost like a deadly 
conversation.. Silence is met by 
silence, and then that silence is 
broken by a single rifle shot. 
That is what one hears. A 
single shot. What it could 


mean is that at that moment a 
human’s head was broken open 
like a dropped watermelon and 
a teenager’s life was ended. 
And then follows the caco- 
ree 2 of battle, the frantic 
omicidal urgency of machine- 
gun fire reaching busily into 
the dark to find, to maim, to 
kill. Half-a-dozen weapons can 


create a terrifying noise. When 
the battle reaches through the 
hills and scores and scores of 
young men are engaged, the 
effect ‘is more industrial, less 

rsonal: it is like a garment 
actory, edging, stitching and 
seaming. 

And then comes the mortars 
and rifle grenades, seeking into 
the gulleys and tight ravines 
where youngsters may safely 
cower from the horizontal 
intensity of rifle and machine- 
un fire, but there is no safety 
from the vertical delivery of 
the mortar or the obli ue 
arrival of the grenade. De- 
fenders here agree: countless 
boys who thought themselves 
safe. were found and des- 


patched by such weapons. 

And occasionally, a couple 
of, times only, as one sat 
lightlessly and the sound of 
battle rolled downwards, one 
has heard dreadful human 
screams coming from the hills 
above, chilling, haunting and 
final. 

The other night the Serbs 
decided to give the press co 
a taste of mortar-life. The 
attack on the remains of the 
Holiday Inn where: we skulk 
came quite suddenly as huge 
bombs dropped on out- 
buildings and then began to 

roceed towards the main 
obby where the journalists 
gather before dinner. 

Huge explosions rocked the 
hotel.

THE leaders of the big industrial 
nations have thrown their weight 
behind the Russian president, Mr 
Boris Yeltsin, clearing the way for 
a large package of financial assis- 
tance as he embarks on a high- 
risk programme of economic 
reform. 

Mr Yeltsin expressed his satis+ 
faction at the outcome of yester- 
day’s meeting with the Group of 
Scven and pledged that -there 
would be no going back on the 
path to democracy and a market 
economy. But he warned that un- 
less financial aid continued the 
reform programme could col- 
lapse, with disastrous 
sequences. ' 

The German Chancellor, Dr 
Kohl, said that the Group of 
Seven offered its “emphatic sup- 
port” to Mr Yeltsin , and Mr 


Yeltsin said that the German’ 


leader was his greatest ally among

the seven. The Russian president 


said that his people were “paying 
a very, very high price” as the 
reforms gathered pace, but ex- 
pressed confidence that popular 
opposition to the measures would 
not put his position in doubt. 


The announcement of the Rus- 
Sian agreement was a rare posi- 
tive note at an otherwise sombre 
summit. . 


The G7 leaders cleared the way 
for the first substantial payments 
under a $24 billion (£13.7 billion) 
aid programme for Russia. 
Within weeks the International 
Monetary Fund is to sanction 
payment of $1 billion in credits, 
another $1.5 billion is to come 
from the World Bank over the 
next year and the leaders indi- 
cated support for Russia’s negoti- 
ations with its creditors on debt 
relief. 


Such relief could save the Rus- 
sian exchequer up to $20 billion 


v 


(£11.5 billion) over two years. 
Further negotiations with the 
IMF should soon “pave the way 
for the full utilisation of the $24 
billion support package”, accord- 
ing to a G7 statement. 

The leaders impressed on Mr 
Yeltsin the importance of press- 
ing ahead with his reform pro- 
gramme, which involves cutting 
the budget deficit, speeding up 
the privatisation of state compa- 
nies and trying to create a stable 
currency. They agreed that world 
markets should be made more 
open to a whole range of Russian 
exports and said they would back 
private-sector investment from 
the West. 


Mr Yeltsin said that the IMF 
deal “‘opens the gates wide” for 
private investors who could pro- 
vide hundreds of billions of dol- 
lars in investment.

Minister 
reprieves 
school 
transport 
service 


THE Minister for Education, Mr 
Brennan, has delayed plans for de- 
volving the operation of the school 
transport services and has agreed 
to allow Bus Eireann to enter into 
commitments to run the scheme 
until June of next year. He has 
also agreed to pay interest on 
money which is owned to CIE, The 
Irish Times has learned. 

The company, which had de- 
cided last week to issue protective 
notices to 1,200 workers involved 
in school transport, has yet to be 
officially informed of the decisions. 
It is expected that the threat to the 
suspensions will be lifted. 

Mr Brennan had originally told 
the company not to enter into com- 
mitments beyond the end of De- 
cember, and to defer any increase 
in fares. But the company said it 
needed to operate on the basis of a 
full academic year. 

The Minister still plans to ap- 
point consultants to make recom- 
mendations on the feasibility of 
devolving responsibility for the op- 
eration of the service to school 
boards, local agencies, individual 
officers, chief executive officers or 
private organisations. 

In a recent memo to Bus 
Eireann, Mr Brennan said he 
would make proposals for in- 
creases in charges from next Janu- 
ary in the case of services requiring 
to continue to operate under exist- 
ing arrangements after that date. 


Bank attempt to 
foil thieves 


Allied Irish Banks has stepped 
up security around automatic teller 
machines in the Dublin —_. 
The move comes a year after Bank 
of Ireland was forced to modify its 
ATMs to counteract thieves. 

The culprits used cardboard to 
jam the chute and returned later to 
pick up cash from the drawer from 
which customers collect their 
money. It is understood that the 
AIB is facing similar problems. 


Girl (14) alleges 
sexual assault 


A 14-year-old girl claimed in 
Dublin Circuit Criminal Court yes- 
terday that she had been sexually 
assaulted by a man aged 55 with 
whose family she had gone to live 
eight years ago. She said he as- 
saulted her in the livingroom of his 
home in Co Galway while his wife 
was asleep in an adjoining bed- 
room early last year. 

The girl said she had not cried 
out because she was afraid of a row 
breaking out in the household. 

She denied she had made up the 
incident to get back at the man 
because he had accused her of 
stealing money and other items. 

The accused man, the father of a 
large family, denies the charge. 
The hearing continues today.

lic schoolteacher in Belfast in 
what police have described as a 
sectarian murder. 

Mr Cyril Murray had cele- 
brated his Slst birthday just 
hours before three masked men 
broke into his home at Kerrsland 
Drive, Newtownards Road, in 
east Belfast, pushed his sister 
aside and shot him dead at his 
bedroom door. | 

Senior RUC sources, in com- 
mon with his former teaching col- 


leagues, friends and neighbours, 
dismissed the UFF claim that he 
had IRA connections. Police said 
he was shot dead simply because 
of his religion. 

Mr Murray, who had been 
planning to move away from the 
mixed but predominantly Protes- 
tant east Belfast area, was, ac- 
cording to RUC statistics, the 
2,995th person to die in the 
North in politically related vio- 
lence. 

Mr Jim Tiernan, the headmas- 
ter of Holycross Primary School 
in north Belfast, where the dead 
man _ taught before retiring last 
year because of ill-health, said 
there tould be no motivation for 


his murder. He described Mr 
Murray as a caring and compas- 
sionate man who in his 27 years 
teaching in Ardoyne, through the 
worst period of unrest, was totally 
committed and dedicated to the 
schoolchildren. 

“School was the main focus of 
his life — he got on very well with 
the children, parents and staff,” 
he said. 

Neighbours at his home in east 
Belfast said he was a “quiet, 
clean-living gentleman , who had 
no enemies”. 

The Bishop of Down and Con- 
nor, Dr Patrick Walsh, in con- 
demning the murder, said it had 
come after a period of relative

calm in the North. But in recent 
days the death of Mr Kieran 
Abram in West Belfast, a sectar- 
ian assassination attempt on the 
Ormeau Road and this latest 
death had been particularly up- 
setting. 

He said Mr Murray was a man

Revamp of 
ESB urged 
by McKinsey

A RADICAL restructuring of 
the ESB into five business units 
would offer only limited benefits 
if it was not accompanied by pri- 
vatisation, a report by the US- 


-based McKinsey management 


consultancy firm has _ recom- 
mended. 

Meanwhile, the ESB’s accounts 
for last year will show today that 
the company increased its surplus 
to £3.88 million, compared to 
£1.5 million in 1990, on an in- 
creased turnover of £860 million. 

The McKinsey report, ap- 
proved by the ESB board last 
Tuesday and sent to the Minister 
for Energy, Mr Molloy, recom- 
mended the establishment of five 
business units within the com- 
pany, concerned respectively with 
generation, transmission, system 
operations, ancillary and support 
services. 


McKinsey envisaged the units 
being largely autonomous and op- 
erating at arm’s length from each 
other. 

The appointment of an electric- 
ity regulator, who would agree 
targets with the ESB and help de- 
velop a competitive market for 
electricity in the State, was also 
recommended. The consultants 
Saw a possibility of securing some 
electricity supplies from the Brit- 
ain through interconnectors. 

The ESB’s 1991 accounts and 
annual report will show the com- 
pany lifted its surplus last year to 
£3.88 million, compared to £1.5 
million in 1990. Turnover in- 
creased by five per cent and the 
demand for electricity grew by 5.1 
per cent. The company warns in 


its annual report that a £2 billion 
Capital expenditure programme 
needs to be undertaken if the ESB 
is to.be able to meet demand in 
future years. This massive expen- 
diture will require a price in- 
crease, it says. 


The report and accounts for 
1991 were prepared by the ESB 
over four months ago and sent to 
the Mr Molloy for approval. They 
were approved by the Govern- 
ment for publication only last 
week. 


The McKinsey report may add 
to the difficulties with the Minis- 
ter. It found that the ESB needed 
to be reorganised internally. Mr 
Molloy has already said, however, 
that he favours its splitting into 
two separate semi-state compa- 
nies, and the creation of opportu- 
nities for private-sector 
participation in electricity gen- 
eration. 


Approval to build a £200 mil- 
lion gas power station at Poolbeg 
is being urgently sought by the 
ESB, but the Minister has not 
given permission yet. 


The McKinsey consultants said 
that there should be a power pro- 
curer in the ESB who would se- 
cure bulk power from existing 
ESB plant, new plant, independ- 
ent power producers and possibly 
from the UK.

A. twinkling 


Star 


AT this time of year it is 
mild and mellow after dark 
— the time of = that 
Yeats remembered: 
when white moths 
were on the wing, 

And moth-like stars were 

flickering out. 

Let us imagine ourselves 
on such a night like Wan- 
as Aengus, gazing at 
the flickering fairy — lights 
and finding reasons for 
their wondrous light fantas- 
tic. 

Stars, as it happens, only 
seem to flicker thus; they 
are in themselves a 
relatively steady source of 
light, and their apparent 
twinkling comes from what 
happens to the light as it 
passes through our atmos- 
phere. Air has the property 
of“refracting’”» — or bend- 
ing — visible light, and the 
degree of refraction 
depends on the density of 
the air. 

Rays of light reaching our 
eyes from space pass 
through an atmosphere 
which is in constant 
motion. They pass through 
layers of air whose density 
changes’ incessantly from 
second to second, and 
these changes cause the 
i of light from a star to 
follow an erratic and incon- 
stant zig-zag path. 


To catch the light from a 
given star, we have to “look 


trick 


each instant in a slightly differ- 
ent direction — or to put it 
another way, the star appears 
to dance around in the sky, 
rapidly yr ene its apparent 
position, albeit by a very small 
amount. The optical effect is 
that of “twinkling”. Indeed if 
you look closely at the sky, 
you will notice that the stars 
closest to the horizon scintil- 
late the most — simply be- 
cause there is more atmos- 
phere to cause distortion when 
they are viewed from _ this 
angle. 

Another factor which causes 
variations in the twinkling rate 
is the fact that the phenome- 
non is at its most effective 
when light comes from a 
‘“‘point source’. A_ distant 
street light, or an apparently 
tiny very distant star, meet this 
criterion but the larger 
planets do so less exactly, and 
therefore twinkle less — if 
indeed they scintillate at all. 

You can also, if you have a 
mind to, demonstrate that it is 
very small-scale turbulent 
eddies in the atmosphere that 
cause the twinkling. First focus 
your eyes on a twinkling star; 
then shift the point of focus of 
your eyes to within a few feet 
of your head — in other 
words, go slightly ‘‘cross- 
eyed” for a little time. You 
will now see two images of the 
same star side by side - one 
with each eye — but their 
twinkling will not be ——., 
nous, because the turbulence 
responsible is different in the 
case of each eye.

Easons withdraws 
London magazine 


Easons has confirmed that it 
ceased distributing the London 
entertainment listings magazine, 
Time Out, in Ireland because it 
contained advertisements for 
abortion referral services. Asked 
how the distributors became aware 
of the advertisements, Easons’ 
managing director, Mr Harold 
Clarke, said yesterday that he was 
not sure. 

“It’s not very important, Sales 
are very light in this country — not 
much more than 100 copies,” he 
said, adding that the magazine was 
withdrawn about six weeks ago. 
The company could be made aware 
of illegal content in its publications 
by members of the public or by 
queries from the publishers them- 
selves, he said, and when it became 
aware of any problem it was 
obliged to investigate and act. 

The editor of Time Out, Mr 
Dominic Wells, said the Irish dis- 
tributors had pointed out that, un- 
less the advertisements were 
blanked out, the magazine could be 
held to be in contempt of court. It 
was not prepared to do that.

Burke’s replies amply demonstrate why 
certain questions 
When the issue of a High Court challenge was raised at 


the beef tribunal, Mr Ray Burke was maintaining an 
extraordinary position, writes Fintan O’Toole 


THE evidence of Mr Ray Burke 
to the beef processing industry 
tribunal on Tuesday, which was 
the occasion of the Government’s 
challenge to the tribunal’s right to 
ask certain questions, also offered 
an ample demonstration of why 
such questions need to be asked. 


If the subject of the High Court 
challenge by the Attorney Gen- 
eral is the alleged possibility of a 
breach of collective Cabinet res- 
ponsibility, it is particularly 
ironic that this challenge came as 
one member of the former Fianna 
Fail Cabinet (Mr Burke) was de- 
nying responsibility for the 
actions of a fellow member of 
that Cabinet (Mr Reynolds). 


And if the core of that chal- 
lenge is likely to be the Govern- 
ment’s answerability to the Dail, 
it is particularly appropriate that 
such a subject should have been 
raised on a day when Mr Burke 
was maintaining that even inac- 
curate answers which he gave in 
the Dail as a Minister, albeit in 
good faith, are now unques- 
tionable. 


To take the second matter first, 
Mr Burke maintained the extraor- 
dinary position that an inaccurate 
reply which he gave to the Dail in 
good faith in April 1989 was cor- 
rect, unquestionable and to be 
stood over. Mr Burke told the 
Dail that AIBP and Hibernia had 
“at the time of their applications, 
firm contracts for the supply of 
beef to Iraq.” 


It is now clear from the evi- 
dence at the tribunal, and ac- 
cepted by Mr _ Burke’s own 
counsel, that this was not in fact 
the case. It is also accepted by 
’ everyone that Mr Burke did not 
set out to mislead the Dail, since 
he was speaking from a briefing 
prepared by his civil servants 
which contained this inaccurate 
information. 


-Mr Burke therefore had a good 
and honourable reason for giving 
inaccurate information to the 
Dail on that occasion. Yet rather 
than simply say so, he maintained 
at the tribunal that what he said 
in the Dail must be “the factual 
Situation”’, that he “‘stood over” 


it and, astonishingly, that because 
it had been said in good faith it 
could not now be questioned as to 
its accuracy or otherwise. 

A flavour of this position can 
be had from the following quota- 
tion from a long exchange be- 
tween Mr Adrian Hardiman SC, 
for Mr Desmond O’Malley in his 
personal capacity, and Mr Burke: 
Q: You will agree, won't you, it is 
unfortunate if in total good faith 
information which is not accurate 
is given to the Dail? 

A: I would take it that the informa- 
tion that is prepared in good faith 
and given in good faith — that 
there can be no questions asked 
about that. : 

Q: Surely a question can be asked 
as to its accuracy? 


A: Well, if the accuracy is as given 
to the Minister and the Minister 
giving it to the Dail and I have 
absolute trust in the civil service as 
I outlined earlier. That’s the situ- 
ation. 
- At the same time, Mr Burke 
also maintained that he was right 
to describe in the Dail as “‘reckless 
charges” allegations about the use 
of non-Irish beef by AIBP and Hi- 
bernia, even though he now ac- 
cepts those charges as true, and 
even though he knew at the time 
that the companies had admitted 
the charges. He stood over his 
“reckless charges” allegation on 
the basis that “it was a political 
thrust.” |

High Court authorises review of tribunal 
power to inquire into Cabinet discussions

CONSIDERATION should _ be 
given to the introduction of bind- 
ing minimum-service contracts 
for all new civil service informa- 
tion technology (IT) specialists, 
according to a report. It claims 
that some staff are leaving for the 
private sector within. weeks of 
receiving expensive _ technical 
training. 

“When salary and other over- 
heads are taken into account, the 
agerceate cost of training IT staff 
to full proficiency can be consider- 
able. It is unreasonable that such 
individuals can depart without 
being required to give an adequate 
return on this investment,” says 
the report, which also suggests 
that the career-break option 
should continue to be withheld 
from IT staff. 

The report, entitled ““An Over- 
view of Civil Service Computer- 
isation, 1960 - 1990”, is by Mr 
Robert Pye and is published by 
the Economic and _ Social 
Research Institute. It recom- 
mends that staff in the IT area 
with essential technical skills and 
experience should be remuner- 
ated with greater reference to out- 
side employments. 

The report traces the growth in 
computerisation in the civil ser- 
vice over a 30-year period. Dur- 
ing the 1980s, some £135 million 
was spent on IT across all de- 
partments.

Ms Karen Campbell, Howth 
Road, Sutton, Ms Tanya Loftus, 
Strand Road, Baldoyle, both in 
Dublin, and Ms Georgina Baker, 
Broadmeadow, Swords, Co Dub- 
lin, had taken an action against 
Alwyn Investments Ltd, trading 
as The Body Shop, and Top Secu- 
rity Ltd, KCR Industrial Estate, 
Ravensdale Park, Kimmage, 
Dublin 12. 

The three claimed they were 
accused of taking an item from 
The Body Shop in Henry Street, 
Dublin, on February 2l1st, 1990, 
while shopping for a birthday 
present for Ms Campbell’s 
mother. They had earlier been on 
a school outing to the cinema and 
all three were wearing their 
school uniforms, the court heard. 

On Tuesday the girls told their 
counsel, Mr Paul McDermott, 
that after they had left the shop 


without making a purchase, they 
were called back by the security 
man, who said one of them had 
taken a bottle of perfume. 

He then asked them to sy 
their pockets, and they complied. 


‘Ms Baker said she volunteered to 


show the contents of her school- 
bag to show she had nothing, and 
the security man told her: “No, 
you’re not the one.” The other 
two girls also volunteered to open 
their bags. : 

This took place on the footpath 
outside the store. Afterwards, the 
security man returned to the store 
without making any apology, ac- 
cording to the girls.

Belgrade suspended by 
CSCE, but gets time 


THE Conference on Security and 
Co-operation in Europe (CSCE) 
will send “exploratory” missions 
to Serb-controlled Kosovo, Voj- 
vodina, and Sandjak in a move 
aimed at deciding what future 
role the CSCE will play in the 
region. 

e€ announcment, made yes- 
terday by a CSCE committee, co- 
incided with a _ decision to 
suspend the rump Yugoslavia, 
consisting of Serbia and Monte- 
negro, from all CSCE meetings 
until October 14th. 

The Yugoslavs were, however, 
granted time to stop the fighting 
in Bosnia before expulsion is con- 
sidered. The suspension could 
lead to similar action. by the 
United Nations. . 

Several countries wanted Yugo- 
slavia expelled, but Russia vetoed 
any such move. Diplomats said 
that the compromise would serve 
as a carrot and stick for Serbia. 

For instance, western diplo- 
mats said that if the dismal 
human and ethnic rights record 
in Kosovo, Vojvodina, and 
Sandjak — which have sizeable 
Albanian, Hungarian and Muslim 
minorities respectively — did not 
improve by October 14th then 
there was little chance that Yugo- 
slavia would be admitted. 

Diplomats said that Serbia and 
Montenegro would not automati- 
cally become the legitimate suc- 
cessor to the former Yugoslavia. 
“Like ang new state, it will have 
to apply for CSCE membership,” 
an east European diplomat said.

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Clinton looks 
more like 
a winner 


ON THE eve of the Democratic 
Party National Convention in 
New York next week, the Gover- 
nor of Arkansas, Mr Bill Clinton 
— portrayed only three months 
ago as a feeble, slick, scandal- 
prone presidential candidate — is 
looking more like a winner than 
at any time in his quest for the 
White House. 


Mr Clinton yesterday won the 


endorsement of a close primary- ~ 
former Senator - 


election rival, 
Paul Tsongas. Another major 
party figure, the Governor of 
New York, Mr Mario Cuomo, an- 
nounced on Tuesday that he 
would formally propose Mr Clin- 
ton for president at the con- 
vention. 

The Clinton team, which had 
to cope with a series of damaging 
revelations about the Arkansas 
governor’s character now 
apparently exhausted — and then 
with a media ‘black-hole’ as at- 
tention switched to the independ- 
ent candidate, Mr Ross Perot, has 
managed to dominate the news 
recently by building up specula- 
tion over the identity of Mr Clin- 
ton’s running mate. 

“I’m getting very close,” Mr 
Clinton told an army of journal- 
ists yesterday, in between a mid- 
night conference with Senator 
Bob Kerrey and a meeting in Ar- 
kansas with Senator Al Gore, 
both on a short list for the vice- 
presidential ticket. 

The Democratic candidate has 
also been astutely picking his pre- 
convention appearances for max- 
imum effect. On Tuesday he was 
cheered by 9,000 almost-adoring 
teachers waving Clinton placards 
at a Washington meeting of the 
National Education Association. 


Mr Clinton was applauded 
wildly in scenes more appropriate 
to a Democratic convention, 
when he reaffirmed his support 
for public education and attacked 
Mr Bush’s plan for education 
vouchers which could be used in 
private schools. 


As the Democrats close ranks 
for their convention — a Demo- 
cratic Congressman, Mr Lee 
Hamilton, also a possible running 
mate, said yesterday: “Mr Clin- 
ton’s going to have a good week 
next week” — the campaigns of 
the Republican candidate, Piesi- 
dent Bush, and of Mr Perot are 
running into trouble. : 


Mr Perot has been forced onto 
the defensive by reports that his 
professional team have been el- 
bowing aside volunteer helpers 
around the country, the core of 
his grass-roots support, and by 
new stories about his habit of 
paying investigators to dig up dirt 
on his business and political 
rivals — including the US pres- 
ident. 


The New York Times yesterday 
carried a lengthy account of how a 
detective was commissioned by 
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Mr Bill Clinton: ‘‘Going to 
have a good week.”’ 


Mr Perot’s company to gather in- 
criminating information about a 
senior executive in a rival firm 
who the Texan billionaire be- 
lieved cheated him out of a lucra- 
tive state computer contract. 

Economic set-backs, including 
unexpectedly high unemployment 
figures last week, have hurt Mr 
Bush, along with new criticisms of 
US handling of events preceding 
the Gulf War. 


Vice-President Dan Quayle in- 
dicated a White House strategy to 
counter the Clinton challenge by 
raising questions anew about his 
integrity. Character would be an 
issue in the election, the vice pres- 
ident said at a fund raising dinner 
in New York. 


‘Mr Quayle took a side swipe at 
Mr Clinton by saying Mr Bush “‘is 
honest, not slick” and that the 
president did not “treat all life- 
style choices as morally equiva- 
lent.” This remark referred to gay 
life styles, he said later. Mr Clin- 
ton has strongly endorsing gay 
rights and Mr Perot has shifted his 
position in the same direction 
after saying in May that he would 
not hire homosexuals to work in 
the White House. 


Mr Bush, meanwhile, is com- 
mitted to a campaign upholding 
“traditional family values” and 1s 
coming under pressure from a 
conservative Christian coalition 
to take an even tougher line.

PRESIDENT Lech Walesa 
accepted a new coalition gov- 
ernment yesterday put together 
in record time by a woman al- 
ready being called Poland’s

The government includes 
the seven. parties produced by 
the Solidarity movement which 
toppled communism, and was 
agreed to by Mr Walesa after 
negotiations with the prime 
minister-designate, Ms Hanna 
Suchocka, a 46-year-old law- 
yer. 

Ms Suchocka, who is due to 
become Poland’s first woman 
head of government, is known 
for being cautious and serious. 
But she formed the govern- 
ment in three days — a record 
for Poland, particularly since 
her predecessor, Mr Walde- 
mar Pawlak, who despite the 
unqualified support of Mr 
Walesa, spent a month vainly 
trying to form an adminis- 
tration. 

Poles were yesterday calling 
Ms Suchocka the “Polish Mrs 
Thatcher,” a reference to the 
former British prime minister, 
and citing an old Polish 
maxim: “When even the 
devil can’t do anything more, a 
woman will try.” 

But analysts said that the 
speedy action was spurred by 
fears of a strong presidential 
system of government and the 
prospect of early parliamen- 
tary elections, with unforesee- 
able results. 

Mr Walesa was reluctant 
about the new team at first, 
but decided to accept Ms 
Suchocka’s choices after 90 
minutes of talks with her, a 
presidential spokesman said. 

Ms Suchocka and her coali- 
tion must now be endorsed by 
parliament, which is due to 
hold its next plenary session 
on July 16th-18th. 

Although short of a majority 
in parliament by almost 10 
seats, the coalition appears to 
stand a good chance of win- 
ning approval in the Lower 
House, following a conciliatory 
statement by the head of a 
party which earlier quit the co- 
alition. 

The leader of Centre Alli- 
ance, Mr Jaroslaw Kaczynski, 
said that as a “gesture toward 
the future prime minister,” he 
might ask the party’s 31 depu- 
ties to absent themselves when 
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Ms Suchocka: specialises in human rights.

The most important of the seven 
parties are the Democratic Union 
of the former prime minister and 
Solidarity figure, Mr Tadeusz 
Mazowiecki — the biggest party in 
parliament — and the National 
Christian Party of the Lower 
House Speaker, Mr Wieslaw 
Chrzanowski. Ms Suchocka is 
linked to the union. 

Before Mr Walesa asked Ms 
Suchocka to put together a govern- 
ment, internecine squabbling and 
political intrigue among Solidar- 
ity’s old guard had plunged Poland 
into a severe political crisis. 
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Mr Walesa responded by ap- 
pointing Mr Pawlak (32), head of a 
former communist satellite, the 
Peasants’ Party, to try forming a 
government. 


Solidarity parties refused to co- 
operate, and Mr Walesa threat- 
ened to appoint interim ministers 
and call early elections, with un- 
predictable results, including a 
possible high rate of abstention 
which could favour the former com- 
munists, now called the Social 
Democrats, who have retained 
their traditional electorate. 


Ms Suchocka, born in the west- 
ern city of Pleszew, comes from a 
family of pharmacists. She 
received her law degree from the 
University of Poznan, and also 
studied at Columbia University in 
New York, the Institute of Human 
Rights in Strasbourg, and the In- 
stitute of Public Law in Hei- 
delberg.

Truckers’ protest grinds to a halt in France 


Traffic moving again 
as most barricades 
are dismantled 


THE obstructive protests by 
French truckers appeared to be 
over last night, after 10 days of 
chaos on the roads which para- 
lysed sections of the economy and 
trapped millions of motorists in 
the snarl-ups. 

Traffic was moving again 
throughout France after police 
and gendarmes dismantled most 
of the remaining barricades of 
lorries on motorways and 
national roads. The _ truckers’ 
movement fizzled out as the 
drivers, disheartened by the 
resolve and resources of the secu- 
rity forces, gradually went home.

AN ANTI-abortion amendment to 
a report on children’s rights was 
defeated in the European Parlia- 
ment yesterday. . 

The amendment, tabled by the 
Fine Gael MEP, Mr Patrick 
Cooney, stated that “every child 
has the right to life” and that life 
“before and after birth has the 
right to be respected.” The amend- 
ment was defeated by 175 votes to 
110, with four members abstaining. 

Mr Cooney denied that the 
amendment was in any way linked 
to the forthcoming abortion refer- 
endum in Ireland. He said that it 
had been introduced because it was 
logical in the context of the report 
that the right to life extended to 
life “at all stages of its evolution.” 

The amendment was supported 


by his party colleague, Mr John: 


Cushnahan, MEP. 

It was criticised, however, by 
Mrs Raymonde Dury, a Belgian 
socialist MEP. The most funda- 
mental right of a child was to be 
wanted, she said. She objected to 
the tenor of the amendment which 
she said sought to deprive women 
of their rights. 

Mr Des Geraghty (Democratic 
Left), MEP, voted against the 
amendment, which he said was an 
“inappropriate” effort to raise the 
abortion issue when it was not rel- 
evant. 

The Labour MEP, Mr Barry 
Desmond, also voted against it. Ms 
Mary Banotti (Fine Gael), MEP, 
abstained. Explaining her decision, 
she said that the “issues of unborn 
life and abortion are not within the 
competence of this report and 
remain the _ responsibilities of 
member- state governments.” 

The parliament adopted the 
report itself, which calls for a 
European Charter of Rights of the 
Child. The report noted that there 
had been a “disturbing increase” 
in problems affecting children, 
such as violence within families, 
sexual abuse and abduction. 

According to the report, between 
10 and 14 per cent of adults in 
Britain and Scandinavia were ‘vic- 
tims of sexual abuse in childhood.

Irving role in 


Goebbels diary 


Causes 


MILLIONS of people will 
have the calm of their 
traditional English breakfast 
Shattered this Sunday .by an 
unsavoury newspaper row 
which has revived the debate 
around censorship. 


The Sunday Times plans this 
weekend to publish extracts 
from the diaries of Joseph 
Goebbels, Hitler’s propaganda 
chief, drawing on the only 
complete version known to 
exist which was_ recently 
uncovered gathering dust in 
State archives in Moscow. 
The extracts are thought to fill 
some of the gaping holes in 
previously published versions 
of the diaries, which Goebbels 
kept religiously from 1921 
until two days before he 
committed suicide on May 
Ist, 1945. 


Nobody has disputed the 
historical interest of the 
diaries, or the fact that the 
missing passages should now 
be published. What has 
aroused the indignation of his- 


torians of the Third Reich and 


offended thousands of British 
Jews is not the material itself, 
but the manner in which it has 
been manipulated. 


By an ironic twist of fate 
the existence of the diaries 
was brought to the attention 
of the Sunday Times by the 
historian, Mr David Irving.

That in itself should have rung 
alarm bells in the newspaper’s 
Wapping headquarters. Nine 
years ago Mr Irving offered 
the Sunday Times another 
scoop, Hitler’s diaries 
which turned out to be a 
hoax. 

On this occasion the diaries are 
almost certainly genuine. But the 
Sunday Times still looks likely to 
be left with mud on its face, as a 
result of Mr Irving’s insalubrious 
links with the far right. 

Mr Irving is a member of a 
group of historians who call 
‘revisionists’. The 


revision they wish to disseminate 


is that the Holocaust was a 


‘figment of British propaganda. Mr 


Irving has been quoted saying 
that the “gas chambers were 
erected in Poland for tourists’. 


Last Tuesday, MPs sitting on 


“ 
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the Conservative backbench 
media committee strongly criti- 
cised the Sunday Times for lend- 
ing game omy to Mr Irving’s 
views on the Holocaust. Sir Ivan 
Lawrence said his engagement 
would cause “‘more anti-semitism 
and more trouble”’. 

Mr Irving’s contention that the 
Holocaust was a hoax belies the 
evidence of hundreds of thous- 
ands of holocaust survivors. 
Ironically, it also ignores evidence 
from those parts of Goebbels’s 
diaries which have already been 
—e -which suggest that 

itler was the architect of a 

“radical solution” to the “Jewish 
question’’. 
_ That Mr Irving’s interpretation 
is wrong is beyond doubt. It is 
also sinister. Mr Irving himself, 
says that if the Holocaust is 
discredited, as he predicts it will 
be within a year, then the very 
foundations of the state of Israel 
will be undermined. “Eight or 10 
years from now Israel will cease 
to exist,” he has said. 

The man is clearly not a disin- 
terested historian. Under- 
standably, Jewish groups have 
responded with protests against 
him and a demand that the 
London publishers, Macmillan, 
cancel his forthcoming biography 
of Goebbels. 

Mr Irving retorts with wounded 
pride that he is “‘just as much a 
victim as Salman Rushdie.” The 
comparison may be stretched but 
it strikes a chord with those 
liberals who believe that to censor 
his writings, however unpalatable, 
would be to strike a blow against 
the same free society which the 
far right is so keen to destroy. 

As for the Sunday Times, Mr 

Andrew Neil, the editor, has been 
quoted —. Mr Irving an ‘‘ama- 
teur Nazi” but claims that his 
services were necessary because 
he is one of the few historians 
able to decipher Goebbels’s 
spidery handwriting. 
_Mr John Marshall, Conserva- 
tive MP, replied it was “poppy- 
cock” to suggest that Mr Irving’s 
skills were not expendable. Other 
commentators have pointed out 
that if the Sunday Times was 
genuinely concerned to acquire a 
technically accurate transcript of 
the diaries it had only to wait for 
the official version of the Moscow 
papers which will be produced by 
the Munich Institute for Contem- 
porary History. 

That, however, would take 
time. And for newspaper editors 
on the tail of a classic ‘‘scoop’”’, 
time is as welcome as a hole in 
the head. Even if the scoop has

I speak to you today as a con- 

stituent part of this Oireachtas. I 
have exercised my right to 
address you because this seems 
to me a unique moment in our 
history. You as elected represen- 
tatives and I as President of Ire- 
land have witnessed the people 
we are privileged to represent 
vote in favour of the move 
towards European Union. But I 
want to say at the outset that I 
have very much in mind today 
those who voted against. 
Through you, who are represen- 
tatives of all the a I speak 
to them also. I feel for the con- 
science and concern they brought 
to their decision. I know, as you 
do, that the dissent of one time is 
the dialogue of another. All of us 
today in Ireland — those who 
‘voted yes and those who voted 
no -- now face the future. And it 
is that prospect, both bright and 
challenging, which I want to 
_ speak about. 


Under the Constitution the 
President can exercise a right of 
address. It can be exercised in 
two ways. Either the President 
can speak to the nation, or to the 
Oireachtas. I very deliberately 
chose the second. First of all, I 
was for many years a member of 
the Seanad. I think of those 
years, and my time there, with 
affection and gratitude. But more 
importantly, it seemed to me that 
by comin 
you I could hope to participate 
with you in a process of reflec- 
tion; and we need to reflect. This 
is a crucial moment in our his- 
tory. It is vital that we consider 
it: that we bring to it all the Irish 
gifts of insight and argument. We 
need to reflect, not simply on 
how we perceive the move 
towards European Union, but on 
how we perceive ourselves in it. 
We need to reflect not merely on 
the shape of the emerging 
Europe, but on how we shape 
ourselves within it. I think we 
owe to coming Irish generations 
something we received in abun- 
dance from past ones: articulate 
self-definition at a time of re-def- 
inition. 


T seems to me that this 

Oireachtas — which has 

played such a vital part in 

building and sustaining a 

modern, democratic Irish 
State — is central to that process 
of reflection. This assembly of 
elected representatives, from its 
beginnings in a time of upheaval 
and danger, has always caught 
the attention of the country by 
stating its concerns. Now, as it 
considers the new context of 
Europe, I know it will do the 
same. 

And, as_ part of __ that 
Oireachtas, I feel that now, once 
“again, our obligation is also our 
opportunity. To borrow the 
words of Eamon de Valera, 
whose name is so associated with 
this Oireachtas: 

“We of this time, if we have 
the will and the active enthusi- 
asm, have the opportunity to in- 
spire and move our generation.”’, 

The more we reflect on it, the 
more I think we can see how vital 
this moment is. 

“‘The Irish race,’ said Michael 
Davitt, “have a place in the 
world’s affairs.” 

Today — through the signal 
given by our people in favour of 
a move towards European Union 
— that place has been confirmed 
and one perspective has been cre- 
ated from two aspects of our 
identity: our early heritage as 
shapers of European civilisation 
and our contemporary achieve- 
ment as a modern state within it. 
Today, as never before, we are 
able to heal the distance between 
these opposite ends of our 
history. 

Once, we reached out to 
Europe to sustain its Christian 
flowering. We were part of that 
remarkable outward-bound ad- 
venture of Irish scholarship 
which Cardinal Tomas O Fiaich 
has told us of in his book 
““Gaelscrinte San Eoraip”. That 
extraordinary initiative as he de- 
scribes it — lasting from the 6th 
to the 12th century — has left a 
shining mark on the continent to 
this day. I think we can note the 
fact that it was by their openness 
to Europe that our forebears en- 
riched the Irishness of our tradi- 
tion. And that they did so by 
performing — to quote Davitt 
again — “the great humanising 
service rendered to society by the 
Celtic people of -Ireland in the 
childhood of European civili- 
sation.” 

I find it poignant and appro- 
priate to quote these words in the 
parliament of a sovereign State, 
where our presences witness the 
existence of a contemporary de- 


here and talking to . 


mocracy, and on an occasion 
which recalls the fact that we 


| have come to a new context with 


our oldest values intact. 

James Connolly formulated a 
central position for us. 

“Who are the Irish?” he asked. 

The question remains with us, 
challenging us to find new 
answers, which still retain what 
was best and most distinctive in 
our past. We have long known 
better than merely to look in- 
ward and to interpret ourselves 
in the framework of historical 
stresses. From the foundation of 


this state — from the League of. 


Nations to the European Com- 
munity and to our recent partici- 
pation in the UN environment 
conference in Rio de Janeiro — 
we have been ready to play our 
part internationally. 

And I think this is the moment 
to stress that our presence in 
Europe itself is not — a pres- 
ence in the Community. It is also 
our involvement as a founder 
member of the Council of 
Europe, with its concern for 
social issues, for education and 
the environment, and its com- 
mitment — through the Court of 
Human Rights — to protection 
of individual rights, and its value 
as a framework which has a par- 
ticular relevance to the countries 
of Central and Eastern Europe. 
In these roles we have shown 
what we can be at our best: a 
nation which has learned from 
history but is not limited by it. 

The Irish legal system, for ex- 
ample, has es ed well to the 
significance of Community law 
as an integrating force. Indeed, 
we have a strength in our legal 
system that we should not under- 
estimate. Alone among the 
twelve member-states we com- 
bine a common law tradition 
with a _ written Constitution. 


Given that Community law func- | 


tions both at the European and 
national levels, the Irish legal sys- 
tem provides a legal bridge to 
other oe em aT jurisdic- 
tions, such as the United States, 
Canada and Australia. 

Nevertheless, the Europe 
which is unfolding will not be a 
place of tidy assumptions or 
quiet acceptances; and I think we 
should be prepared for that. It is 
a theatre of concerns where di- 
versity will bring tensions, and 
where tensions can lead on to the 
enrichment of mutual under- 
standing. These are not smooth 
issues: but since the answers will 
shape the new Europe, we should 
not shirk the questions. 

We are, for instance, a country 
which has held on principle to a 
policy of non-involvement in 
military alliances; yet we have a 
proper sense of responsibility to

our partners. How do we balance 
these things? We need to debate 
this honestly, aware that the bal- 
ance we strike and the approach 
we take can be both constructive 
and exemplary. 

Nor should we be afraid that 
our debate on this, or any other 
issue, will be interpreted as an 
un-European attitude; in fact the 
reverse. An open debate which 
takes as its fundamental point 
our history as a small country 
with a tradition of neutrality and 
an instinctive sympathy for the 
Third World, and which takes 
into account the changing con- 
text in Europe, our growing com- 
mitment to our partners and our 
distinguished record of service in 
UN peacekeeping, cannot but be 
valued and valuable. 

Our honest reflection on this 
matter which is central to our 
concerns can be of importance 
not just to us but to those who 
might be applicants, potential 
applicants or those who are 
neighbours of the Community. 
We have to remember that this is 
not a static Community we are 
members of; it is also one we 
shape and define by our partici- 
pation. The more of its particular 
values each country brings to it, 
the more it becomes a Commu- 
nity which can show its respect 
for differences of tradition; and 
the less likely it is to be a place 
where conformity takes. prece- 
dence over conscience. We have 
deep concerns about peacekeep- 
ing and peace-making. Let us de- 
bate those concerns openly; and 
let us not assume the debate will 
be unwelcome. 

But what of the additional 
anxiety that we run the risk of 
losing a treasured and hard-won 
cultural identity in the European 
monolith? Again, why not face 
this issue squarely? It is not neg- 
ligible — this worry about 
whether the distinctive and indi- 
vidual, or even the eccentric and 
quirky, will survive in a powerful 
centre. Each one of us in Ireland 
understands what John Hewitt, 
the Northern poet, meant when 
he wrote: 

“This is our country also, no- 
where else.” 

Nevertheless, I believe that the 
answer to these fears is around us

in the everyday witness of where 
our nation has its deepest roots. 
If identity was rooted only in 
language, if it was rooted only in 
history, if it was defined purely 
by a version of events, then per- 
haps we mi 
concern. And if the Irish experi- 
ence were a matter of abstract 
belief we might have something 
to fear. But our identity is all 
these things with one addition. 
That addition is the Irish people, 
and so our abstractions have a 
human dimension. Rooted in 
that source, I don’t think we have 
anything to fear from the larger 
context. In fact the opposite. 


WANT to put this in the 
most practical way poss- 
ible. I think we have a 
special characteristic of life 
in this country which is 
both an outcome of history and 
remains a profound resource of 
life in Ireland. If I had to de- 
scribe this characteristic I would 
say that we do not divide the 
purposes of our nation from the 
values of our community. And 
this is nowhere more evident 
than in the powerful continuum 
of voluntary effort: which is so 
much part of the texture of Irish 
life. Indeed, I can say from my 
own observation that it is a strik- 
ing feature of day-to-day life in 
all parts of this island. ee 
ver the past year-and-a-half I 
have witnessed the strength of 
this effort: in education, in 
health, in the care of the disabled 
and the elderly. I have been in 
towns where sports halls seem to 
have gone up overnight; magi- 
cally. Where children have been 
taught skills and self-sufficiencies 
which reveal their natural inde- 
pendence. Where the unem- 
ployed train in centres which 
respect their individuality and 
worth. Where the terminally ill 
have found care and dignity in 
their last hours. This voluntary 
commitment has one of its most 
moving dimensions in human 
care. But it goes well beyond it 
into the cherishing of the envi- 
ronment as well as the person. I 
have been astonished and de- 
lighted to see how the silences of 
our past are being reversed in 
town after town, day after day, in 
heritage centres, | museumis, 
libraries, local histories. Build- 
ings are being restored, plant life 
is being recorded, historic events 
are being dramatised for 
schoolchildren. 

And all of this has implications 
not just for our past heritage, but 
for our most important heritage- 
in-the-making: our young people. 
It is in this area that we see an 
optimistic conjunction of differ- 
ent resources: of voluntary effort, 
of the input of State and semi- 
State agencies such as FAS and 
Bord Failte and of European 
funding. I would also want to 
mention here the International 
Fund for Ireland which has be- 
come a sustaining presence in 
Border areas. In these interde- 
pendences, as they come into 
play in projects which have enor- 
mous meaning for our regional 
and national life, we see an 
imaginative interaction of 
resources and human _ com- 
mitment. 

It is usual to lay these volun- 
tary efforts at the door of the 
pragmatic necessity: to say that 


t have cause for 


scarce resources make them 
essential. I believe this is an in- 
adequate’ explanation. Having 
seen them, I am sure they come 
from something much deeper 
and more constant in our iden- 
tity. I see them as bringing 
together within a single vision of 
action both strong rears mw 
values and distinctively Iris 
ones. I also believe these efforts 
form an important element in 
the initiatives we can take in 
Europe. They are a factor in the 
balance between the centre and 
the margins, between the indi- 
vidual and the bureaucracy. 


I do not think it is any coinci- 
dence that Irish men and women 
hold key positions in vital Euro- 
pean voluntary networks: the 
Transnational European Rural 
Network, the European Women’s 
Lobby, the European Council of 
Aids Service Organisations, the 
European Anti-Poverty Network, 
the European Network for the 
Unemployed and the variety of 
European networks representing 
those of all our populations with 
disabilities. These names are not 
abstractions; they are signs for 
compassion, generosity and 
problem-solving. And the link- 
ages these networks establish 
cannot but humanise bureau- 
cracy and create dialogue rather 
than paperwork, consultation 
rather than anonymity. 


These networks have a further 
implication. In the ratio of our 
size to our resources, the contri- 
bution of Irish voluntary organi- 
sations and_ individuals’ to 
developing countries has been 
outstanding. Working often in 
difficult conditions, under con- 
siderable stresses, Irish individ- 
uals, and the organisations they 
represent, have provided friend- 
ship and a voice for many de- 
fenceless people. I want to pay 
tribute to them today. The wit- 
ness of love and compassion 
given by our priests and nuns, 
our doctors, nurses, teachers and 
other voluntary workers of all de- 
nominations, and by all those 
who commit their energies un- 
selfishly to working for a more 
equal world, is something we can 
be proud of. 


T a practical level, 

their expertise pro- 

vides a necessary life- 

line of communica- 
; tion and understand- 
ing. Through their organisations, 
they already have a working 
relationship with other such 
agencies in Europe. Just as they 
have made us understand here in 
Ireland the needs of developing 
countries, now they continue that 
process in a wider context. The 
relation between a powerful com- 
munity of nations and an af- 
flicted and struggling part of our 
world can never be easy and will 
falter if such communicative 
skills and imaginative sympa- 
thies are missing. 

I think it helps to realise that 
the influence of Europe works in 
both directions. The reality of 
modern Ireland is that there 1s, at 
this moment, a young and well- 
trained Irish workforce in Euro- 
pean capitals. They bring with 
them the visible distinctions be- 
stowed on them by our educa- 
tional system. But this is not all. 


They themselves are just part of 
a wider traffic of young people to 


and from the continent: students 


at primary and secondary level; 
at third level through the Eras- 
mus scheme. They go there in the 
care of teachers who have a gen- 
erous appreciation of what that 
traffic will mean for all our fu- 
tures. Through them, through the 
new emphasis on languages, our 
students are now part of a 
Europe they can lay claim to as 
well as visit. Most importantly, 
they also bring with them some- 
thing less visible: an imaginative 
feel for suffering and the quick 
sympathies which are the bright 
offerings of a dark history. 


We also have a business com- 
munity whose enterprise and im- 
provisation has been crucial on 
the eve of the opening of the 
Single European Market. And 
how exciting that we are begin- 
ning to talk about an economic 
corridor between North and 
South, where promotions and in- 
dustrial commitments can draw 
on common resources: where in- 
dustry becomes part of under- 
standing. 


UT in this matter, as 

in every other one to 

do with Europe, our 

attitude is vital. We 

need to realise we will 
not be subsumed by Europe; we 
will not be diminished by a wider 
theatre of action. Albert Camus 
was a great presence in post-war 
literature. Nevertheless his state- 
ment that “the opposite of a civi- 
lised people is a creative people” 
is not one I agree with. In the 
Europe of which he was an orna- 
ment I believe we will prove him 
wrong: we can be both civilised 
and creative. 


And new friendships will never 
replace old ones. I realise how 
important it is, in the new set- 
ting, that we do not forget past 
loyalties and traditional enrich- 
ments. When James Joyce went 
to Europe, he set out on a histor- 
ic paradox of exile and recall. He 
reclaimed his birthplace by leav- 
ing it. He went away with the 
purpose, so he wrote later, of 
creating “the uncreated con- 
science of my race”’. 


We stand at a distance from 
that time; but we can still be 
struck by that phrase. I had in 
mind all our exiles, all our emi- 
grants — past and present — 
when I put the light in the win- 
dow at Aras an Uachtarain. I was 
not prepared for the power and 
meaning which a modest emblem 
would have. But we have reason 
to know in Ireland how powerful 
symbols are; that they carry the 
force of what they symbolise. 
Joyce’s words remind us — that 
light reminds us — that the com- 
munity of Irish interest and tal- 
ent and memory extends far 
beyond our boundaries, far be- 
yond Europe’s boundaries. 


The dreams and insights we 
foster on these shores, the images 
of landscape which enter people’s 
hearts, and the friendships and 
family ties, are carried forever 
beyond them. Through this ab- 
sent community, our national 
constituency and culture are 
present in wider ones. I put the 


light in the window to show that 
the dialogue between the absent 
and the present is one of remem- 
brance at all times. This presence 
of the local in the spacious con- 
text; this strengthening of a sense 
of home by the fact of absence is 
itself an emblem for how strong 
our national experience is, how 
much it is cherished by those 
who take it with them. I know we 
can take that emblem with us to 
the new Europe, never forgetting 
in those surroundings how strong 
our bonds are with other 
countries, and other continents. 

When we reflect on the constit- 
uent parts of the modern Ireland, 
I think we find ourselves at the 
heart of the European debate. 
Ireland is the first country to sig- 
nify its willingness to ratify the 
movement towards European 
Union — whatever shape that 
may finally take. As a modern 
State, we have the democratic 
right to do so. But of course it 
can be argued that we are not 
only a modern State. As a people 
we reach back in time to hard- 
ships and dangers. At some mys- 
terious point, time becomes 
history and a people becomes a 
nation. Few of us, however schol- 
arly, would venture a guess as to 
when that happened. But I know 
that most of us would feel our 
Irish language was deeply and in- 
timately involved in such a trans- 
formation. It remains today an 
index and register of our nation- 
hood. Through its continuance 
we avoid the desolate spectacle 
~ Maire MacEntee’s eloquent 
ines:

I know there are fears that this 
Irish possession may be eroded 
in Europe. But this is the very 
moment when fear must not be- 
come fatalism. Why should the 
Irish language be threatened by 
Europe, when what we have, in 
fact, is an opportunity to take it 
with us as a precious and endur- 
ing frame of our self-perception? 
Providing, of course, that within 
this self-perception is also our 
sense of tolerance, our love for 
diversity, our cherishing of other 
traditions. Provided we always 
have in mind that no one is less 
irish for not speaking it. And on 
the other hand, we can never pre- 
sume to know who will speak it, 
or to whom it will be dear. From 
the poets of Sliabh Luachra in 
Kerry in the 18th century to 
those like Edward Bunting in the 
north of Ireland in the 19th, the 
language has. had _ powerful 
friends and unpredictable ones. 
Now we must look for those 
friends in this generation. 

After all, the new environmen- 
tal movement has caught the 
imaginations of young people 
everywhere. Their sense of the 
vulnerability of this planet has 
moved and persuaded us ll. 
Now we need to persuade our 
young Irish people that a lan- 
guage also is a part of our envi- 
ronment, is a living thing, subject 
to stresses and neglect, likely to 
be mourned if it becomes extinct 
and entitled — I believe — to the 
same excited sense of care and 
protection. 


In this context — of the Irish 
language and Europe — it seems 
to me particularly appropriate to 
quote one of my predecessors, 
Douglas Hyde: 


“The Ireland of today,” he 
said, “is the descendant of the 
Ireland of the 7th century, then 
the school of. Europe and the 
torch of learning.” 

It is our language which makes 
that link and proves that descent.

[In my address at my inaugura- 
tion as President you will recall 
that I said I had a cultural jour- 
ney to undertake to appropriate 
the wonderful wealth of the Irish 
language. I said I also hoped 
others would follow me — those 
who, like myself, were somewhat 
out of practice in Irish — and 
that we would pecgnen together 
to enjoy and take pleasure in our 
own beautiful language. I did set 
out on that journey and many 
people have since told me that 
this example had encouraged 
them to follow me; and they in

turn have encouraged me further. 
We are progressing together, 
helping one another and inviting 
others to join us on this cultural 
journey as befits Irish people. 

But there is more than fidelity 
to our Irish heritage involved 
when we give this example — 
there is fidelity to our European 
heritage as well. The cultural 
wealth of each individual com- 
munity is part of the heritage of 
the Community of Communities 
and the wealth of the Commu- 
nity of Communities is part of 
the wealth of each individual 
community. It is vitally impor- 
tant that the individuality and 
distinctiveness of each region of 
the Community should be de- 
fended and sustained.] 

We bring with us also our 
wealth of expression in the 
English language. I find it 
poignant that in a private letter 
Maria Edgeworth once lamented 
the bitterness of Irish life. 

“It is impossible to draw Ire- 
land as she now is in a book of 
fiction,” she wrote. “Realities are 
too strong and party passions too 
violent.” 

And like so many other citi- 
zens of this country, I am grate- 
ful that this did not deter our 
writers in the end. In novels, 
short stories, poems and plays, 
they have added immeasurabl 
to the self-realisation of the Iris 
people. It is to them, to their ob- 
stinate sense of their art, that we 
owe a wider concept of Irishness. 
They persuaded us, through the 
beauty and force of their expres- 
sion — often controversially 
received — that nationality is 
something which admits of the 
rebellious affections of a James 
Joyce, of the dual-language lyri- 
cism of Samuel Beckett, and the 
anarchic intelligence of a Myles 
na Gopaleen. That it encom- 
passes the subversions of our art- 
ists as well as the steadfastness of 
our patriots. 

Our writers have truly — as 
Patrick Kavanagh said — lived 
in important times. And their 
self-questioning is something 
which lives with us as a challenge 
and a bequest. 

“For all my searching back,” 
says Kate O’Brien of her portrait 
of her relatives, “‘and for all my 


will to reach them, I have not 
ne the heart of any one of 
em.” | 


In fact it is our writers, our 
artists, Our composers and our 
craftsmen and women who have 
been at the heart of the Irish 
identity — often before any of 
the rest of us. Even as I speak, a 
new generation is continuing to 
do this in a new golden age for all 
kinds of Irish creativity which I 
have referred to with pride on 
my visits abroad. Because of 
them we bring to Europe the im- 
portant argument that a commu- 
nity and a nation need not be a 
smooth or acceptable continuum. 
It can also be an assembly of 
valuable and shifting tensions. 


But no act of cultural posses- 
sion or self-possession precludes 
change. Our receptiveness to 
change is a mark of our confi- 
dence as a modern State. There 
are changes all around us today 
which are an enrichment of our 
national life and which are going 
to serve us well as we take them 
into the fast-changing European 
environment. There has been, for 
instance, a radical change in the 
role and status of women. Be- 
cause of legislative and economic 
advances women now play a 
greater part in the structures 
which sustain the community. 


I have observed, and stated on 
other occasions, that as they take: 
more of a part in our national life 
they are actually changing the in- 
stitutions and occasions they par- 
ticipate in. They bring to their 
various commitments — and 
they are a great part of the volun- 
tary effort I spoke of — an exem- 
plary relation between the 
individual and the group. They 
are often open, consultative and 
progressive in institutions which 
especially benefit by such 
attitudes. : 

In all this talk of a new circum- 
stance and a challenging future it 
would be quite wrong to mini- 
mise the fact that there are ten- 
sions and sorrows in _ this 
— even as I speak. They 
come from oppositions and tra- 
ditional sources of misunder- 
standing. They also come from 
the profound inhumanity of pro- 
tracted violence. 

I know the violence in North- 
ern Ireland grieves every one of 
you as elected representatives, 
just as it grieves me. I know I 
speak for you in assuring the 
people of Northern Ireland, of all 
traditions, of our deep commit- 
ment: to dialogue and to friend- 
ship. It gives me a chance to say 
how deeply I appreciate the wel- 
come I received when I went 
there. 

It also allows me to say that of 
all the occasions of my Presi- 
dency I do not think any has 
moved me more than the visits I 
made to Northern Ireland and 
the visits made in turn to me by 
community groups — by young 
people, by women, by business 
people, by representatives of 
rural and urban concerns from 
Northern Ireland. 

I said at my inauguration that I 
wanted “Aras an Uachtardain to 
be a place of story-telling”. And I 
assure you that it was never more 
so than on these occasions. These 
different groups, with all their 
diverse interests and areas of ex- 
pertise, and their deep cross- 
community respect for one 
another, brought their stories to 
one another, not just to me. I 
found that open-mindedness 
both moving and challenging. 


want to finish by saying 

how grateful I am for the 
opportunity you have given 

me today to reflect on our 

Irish identity at an impor- 

tant moment. It has been a privi- 
lege to do so in the presence of 
elected representatives and in 
this place which symbolises so 
much of what we have achieved. 

Having said that, I am deeply 
aware that I have given you just 
one perspective, just one individ- 
ual witness on a complex and 
vital subject. I also know how 
much this whole reflective pro- 
cess will benefit from the expert 
views and observations, the in- 
sight and concrete evidence you 
in this Oireachtas will bring to 
bear on it. 

The generation which founded 
this State could not have fore- 
seen this occasion; and yet by 
their courage they helped to guar- 
antee it. I know we have them in 
mind today — these forebears of 
the modern Irish State and all 
those others who by their efforts 
and dedication brought it about. 
I believe if they could see us — a 
sovereign democratic State 
reflecting on our place in a com- 
munity of European nations — 
they would be satisfied. It is 
right, by way of honouring their 
memory, that we remember 
James Connolly’s question 
today. Who we are as Irish 
people is about to be challenged 
and confirmed by new circum- 
stances. I believe we are ready. 

Nevertheless, it seems impor- 
tant that we continue to reflect 
on that challenge with a sense of 
what we bring to Europe, rather 
than what we lose by being part 
of it. That we assert our future in 
terms of the best values of our 
past. That we do not take a pas- 
sive view of our role in Europe. 
Today, we answer that question 
about our Irish identity much 
more confidently because of 
those in the past who asked it. 
And I believe that future genera- 
tions on this island have an 
equivalent right. 
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IT IS almost certain that the pool 
of HIV infection in this country is 
larger than is reflected in official 
figures, the Minister for Health, 
Dr O’Connell, told deputies. 

Over recent years almost 1,250 
had tested positive for HIV, 276 
developed full-blown AIDS and 
ll4 had died. For various reasons, 
a number of people who engaged 
in high-risk behaviour did not 
come forward for testing. Because 
of the mobility of people, particu- 
larly between here and the UK, 
people who would have positive 
tests in other countries, and were 
now resident here, would not fea- 
ture in the official statistics. 

Dr O’Connell was speaking on 
the introduction of the Health 
Family Planning (Amendment) 
Bill, under which condoms are to 
be made more widely available 
and the age limit for purchasing 
them is to be lowered to 17. Mea- 
sures to educate the public about 
the risk of HIV infection were 
being taken, he said, but it must 
be recognised that people would 


continue to be sexually active and | 


practical steps must be taken. 

A good quality condom, prop- 
erly used, .provided significant 
protection against the virus. Mak- 
ing condoms more widely avail- 
able therefore was a practical and 
sensible preventive step. The 
same applied to other sexually 
- transmitted diseases, which had 
shown an increase of 45 per cent 
over the past few years. In St 
James’s Hospital in Dublin alone 
the numbers attending STD clin- 
ics had risen from 9,755 in 1988 
to 13,758 in 1991. 

On his appointment as Minis- 
ter, Dr O’Connell said, he indi- 
cated that one of his priorities 
would be the fight against AIDS. 
He had overseen the completion 
of a set of recommendations by 
the National AIDS Strategy Com- 
mittee and provided funds for 
their implementation. These 
recommendations underpinned 
his own views with regard to the 
many initiatives required to deal 
effectively with the transmission 
of the disease, including the need 
to reduce the spread of 
HIV/AIDS through sexual 
contact. 

Under the Bill, he would be 
able to prescribe standards for 
contraceptives, and it would be 
illegal to supply condoms which 
did not comply with these stan- 
dards. There was as yet no EC 
standard, but this was being con- 
sidered. There were internation- 
ally recognised standards, such as 
the British Standards Institute, 
and he would be looking at these 
with a view to introducing regula- 
tions soon. 

The Bill prohibited the sale of 
condoms from vending machines, 
mobile outlets, street vendors, 
schools, youth clubs or sports 
centres catering for persons under 
17. Under the Bill the role of the 
health boards in_ registering 
premises for the sale of condoms 
was being dropped. He had come 
to the conclusion that if con- 
doms, which were not medical 
devices, were to become more 


freely available, there must be the » 


least possible amount of’ red’ 


tape, the Minister said. 


‘Ludicrous 
restriction’ 


THE PROHIBITION on the sale 
of condoms through vending ma- 
chines was part and parcel of a 
philosophy that saw them as le- 
thal weapons, the Fine Gael 
spokesman on justice, Mr Alan 
Shatter, told the House. “This 
foolish prohibition means that 
this Bill is yet another sequel to a 
long-running saga which, at a 
later stage, will require further 
legislation.” 

Mr Shatter said that cigarettes 
were widely available for sale 
through vending machines and 
had been for decades. The most 
lethal weapon a young person

could purchase at a vending ma- 
chine was a cigarette. 


“Teenagers and younger chil- 
dren smoking cigarettes develop 
an addiction which in this 
country annually causes hundreds 
of deaths through lung cancer and 
which, internationally, is respon- 
sible for millions of deaths every 
year. If we are to ban vending 
machines as retail outlets, a ban 
Should be imposed on the sale of 
cigarettes through vending ma- 
chines. I do not know of a single 
death that has resulted anywhere 
to any person as a result of the 
purchase of a condom through a 
vending machine.” 


The Oireachtas, in years gone 
by, had:pulled a shamrock. curtain 
around the Republic, designed to 
keep people in ignorance, and 
which denied basic human and 
civil rights, Mr Shatter said. But 
when the law was an ass, ordinary 
educated people who had _ the 


‘means to do so found a way 


around it. Unfortunately, the 
poor, the uneducated and the dis- 
advantaged were usually the ones 
to suffer as they were unable to 
do so. 


It had always been his personal 
belief that people should have the 
fullest access to information 
about sexual relations and family 
planning so that they might be- 
have responsibly and have the 
means to implement the deci- 
sions that they made. In so far as 
the Bill removed further restric- 
tions, he welcomed it, but he 
regretted that it still maintained 
some of the shibboleths and ludi- 
crous restrictions that had been 
part and parcel of our law for 
some decades. 


He had no doubt, he said, that 
the Bill was well meant, and that 
it did not fully reflect the Minis- 
ter’s personal views. It was a com- 
promise measure imposed on him 
by the antiquated views which 
still prevailed in sections of 
Fianna Fail and the Progressive 
Democrats and around the Cabi- 
net table.

Limit not 
enforceable 


THE FINE GAEL spokesman on 
‘health, Mr Richard Bruton, said 
that the Government was insist- 
ing in the Bill on an age limit 
which it knew to be unenforce- 
able. The. Government was also 
insisting that in no circumstances 
could condoms be sold from 
vending machines. 

“If the Minister truly recog- 
nises the very real public health 
risk involved he will want to see 
those who are sexually active pro- 
tecting themselves and their part- 
ners. He _ will know _ that 
purchasing contraceptives is an 
extremely personal matter. The 
wall of embarrassment is a far 
more powerful barrier than any 
prohibition. If those who are en- 
gaging in casual sexual relation- 
Ships are to avail of protection, 
vending machines should be per- 
missible in places where there are 
legal restrictions on young people 
congregating, such as in pubs and 
iscotheques.”’ 

It was not for the legislators to 


' choose bétwéer any set of moral 


beliefs, nor to use the criminal 
law to seek to police any moral 
code. It was a humbler role. “We 
have to make decisions in the in- 
terests of the public good in a 
very imperfect world where 
people may subscribe to different 
moral beliefs and where people 
lapse from their own standards. 
As legislators we have a responsi- 
bility to protect the right of indi- 
viduals to exercise their personal 
rights in a context that protects 
the overall public good.” 

In advocating freer availability 
of condoms he had no desire to 
see teenagers become involved in 
sexual relationships, Mr Bruton 
said. The law was not giving an 
endorsement to casual sexual be- 
haviour. Indeed, one of his wor- 
ries was that the introduction of 
an age limit of 17 would encour- 
age the notion that a person of 


that age had been given an “offi- 
cial licence’”’. 

Young people today were fac- 
ing enormous pressure and haz- 
ards. We could not overlook the 
dramatic change in sexual atti- 
tudes and behaviour in the world 
that the present generation was 
growing up in. Sexual activity was 
Starting younger and younger. 
Last year over 2,000 babies were 
born to unmarried teenage 
mothers. 

The Bill proposed a law which, 
he believed, the Minister did not 
intend to be enforced, but which 
“‘permits the Government to sit 
smugly back with its hands folded 
over its stomach and say we have 
done our duty by the young of the 
country.” 

Access to family planning ser- 
vices was an issue of enormous 
importance in promoting public 
health. Women had a right to 
proper advice on the alternative 
methods of family planning and 
there was a duty on the State to 
provide such services and gather 
information and research that 
would improve the quality of ser- 
vices to women. 


Bill ‘fails 
first test’ 


THE Family Planning Bill ought 
to be all about the spread of a 
killer disease, the Labour spokes- 
man on health, Mr Brendan 
Howlin, said. However, it had 
failed that test at the first hurdle, 
he claimed. 

From now on in Irish law, a 
condom would be defined as 
being for the prevention of preg- 
nancy. It was a contraceptive and 
not, according to the law, a pro- 
phylactic. It was for the preven- 
tion of pregnancy and not for the 
prevention of disease. 

“This is patently absurd, and it 
alone makes a laughing stock of 
the Bill. We will be the only 
country in the Western world, 
when this Bill is passed, whose 
legislators have refused to recog- 


SEANAD REPORT 


A PRISON SENTENCE would 
debar a person from becoming a 
member of the governing bodies 
of higher education colleges, but 
it would not stop him or her 
becoming a member of the 
Oireachtas, Mr Joe Costello told 
the Seanad yesterday. 

The House was discussing at 
the second stage, the Dublin 
Institute of Technology Bill, 
1991, and the regional Technical 
Colleges Bill, 1991. 

Mr Costello said that people 
who had demonstrated for a just 
cause had ended up serving 
terms of imprisonment. ‘Stud- 
ents, farmers and trade unionists 
have gone to prison, not because 
of an criminal offence that has 
been committed,” he said. 

A. person would be debarred 
from the governing bodies of the 
colleges even if he or she, had 
been in prison only for one day, 
and no matter what the offence 
was. 

A 12-month sentence could be 
imposed on a person selling 
contraceptives in unlicensed cir- 
cumstances, but the Minister for 
Health, Dr O’Connelll, was in 
the process of changing the pen- 
alty in the new family planning 
Bill. However the offence would 
remain on a person’s record.

nise the prophylactic properties 
of a condom,” Mr Howlin said. 

He saw his duty as a legislator 
to seek to influence the laws of 
Ireland in the direction that was 
best for all the people, irrespec- 
tive/of their religious views. He 
had come to the view many years 
ago that it was, and always would 
be, a matter for each individual 
to decide what methods of con- 
traception, if any, were appropri- 
ate for them, having regard to 
their circumstances.

Condoms were 
widely available from vending 
machines in Northern Ireland, 
and there was nothing to suggest 
that this had made people there 
less moral in regard to sex. 


What was needed was a com-. 


prehensive family planning ser- 
vice as part of a public health 
“service and not just a Bill to make 
condom sales easier. It should 
provide for issues such as vasec- 
tomies and tubal ligations, breast 
examination, cervical smear tests 
and menopausal and sexual coun- 
selling.

Invasion 


of London 


Stage 
continues 


THIS week provides 
further opportunities for 
Irish-linked productions to 
distinguish themselves on 
the London stage, in a year 
in which we could be for- 
given for wondering what 
the English theatre would 
do without us. 


Last Monday, 
Harding’s “Una Pooka” had 
its British Premiere at the 
Tricycle Theatre, a _ night 
which also saw the directorial 
debut of Irish actor Mark 
Lambert. Meanwhile, a new 
play by Frank McGuinness, 
‘Someone who’ll watch over 
Me”, set in a Beirut cell, 
opens in Hampstead Theatre 
“tomorrow night. The director 
is Robin Lefevre, familiar to 
;Gate audiences for the 
“¢urrently revived ‘Private 
Lives”, and the actors are 
Stephen Rea, Alec McCowen, 
and Hugh Quarsie. 

Both shows should take 
encouragement from the excel- 
lent reception accorded to 
“Philadelphia, Here I Come’”’ 
at the King’s Head. Among 
many enthusiastic reviews, the 
Daily Telegraph’s Charles 
Spencer, having been moved 
to think that Brian Friel may 
be “the world’s greatest living 
playwright”, no less, went on 
to call for the production’s 
transfer to the West End. His 
call was heard, and the show 
moves to Wyndham’s Theatre 
from July 21st. 

The Tricycle was also the 
venue for Rough Magic’s 
recent triumph with Declan 
Hughes’s adaptation of Far- 
quhar’s “Love and a Bottle’, 
which returns to the Project 
next Tuesday. This show 
divided the English critics 
uite sharply, but when the 
like it, they loved it, wit 
The Independent describing 
the company as a “vigour- 
ously talented bunch of icono- 
clasts who have chosen the 
right name’’, and _ hailing 
Phelim Drew as “the most 
dangerous young actor since 
Jonathan Pryce’’. 

Incidentally, Rough Magic, 
who have represented Ireland 
so well in four different shows 
abroad in the last year, may 
not be able to find enough 
money to stage a Dublin 
Theatre Festival production. 
The consistently splendid and 
stimulating work of this com- 
pany over the last decade has 
never got the financial recog- 
nition it deserves; its survival 
is a miracle wrought by a rare 
combination of talent and 
commitment. 


Cork Jazz 
looks good 


EARLY indications of the 
lineup for this year’s Guinness 
Jazz Festival, which runs in 
Cork from October 23rd-26th 
inclusive, suggests the pro- 
gramme will be at least as 
interesting and musically suc- 
cessful as last year’s event.

Now the 
good news 


SOMETIMES, things get bet- 
ter, or at least they stop 
getting worse: two organisa- 
tions whose troubles recently 
featured in this column have 
had good news, though only 
one of them was prepared to 
talk about it. 

The City Arts Centre, which 
was in danger of having to 
close its gallery and perfor- 
mance spaces due to the cur- 
tailment of. its FAS scheme, 
has lobbied successfully for a 
partial reversal of that deci- 
sion, and will now be able to 
carry through its summer pro- 
gramme and autumn pro- 
ramme in full.

The harp’s a wonder 


Harp music is currently enjoying a 
revival, with the Belfast Harp Festival 
Opening tomorrow. Eilis O’Hanlon 
reports 


HE harp occupies a 
curious position in Irish 
cultural history. Al- 
though very much a symbol of 


national identity (it was for 
instance, the motto of the 


‘United Irishmen) its symbol- 


ism has other, more surprising 
antecedents. 


It was first established as the 
emblem of Ireland by none other 
than Henry VIII, who put the 
harp on coinage to _ represent 
Ireland throughout the Kingdom. 
Later, James I incorporated the 
harp into the royal coat of arms. 
Even now it remains, in some 
quarters at least, a symbol of 
authority. In the North it is the 
emblem of the RUC. 


It was this ambiguity that first 
attracted harper Janet Harbison. 
‘*‘The harp hasn’t been 
pigeonholed in the same way as 
Other instruments,” she explains. 
‘““Nobody knows what to make of 
it. It’s the ve aspect of our 
culture without being divisive.” 

— played the harp in 
Europe for many years, Harbison 
returned to Ireland in the early 
1980s and determined to revive 
interest in the instrument. Her 
work as curator of music at the 
Ulster Folk and Transport 
Museum, outside Belfast enabled 
her to do this. 

“I wanted Ireland to be pri- 
mary in its own harp tradition 
again. I spent so many years in 

urope with all these arrogant 
Europeans saying they were the 
ones carrying on the harp tradi- 
tion because nobody in Ireland 
could play any more.” 

Although the whole of this year 
has been set aside to celebrate the 
harp, the culmination of 
Harbison’s efforts will take place 
this weekend when the 
bicentennial of the Belfast Har- 
per’s Assembly will be com- 
memorated. 

The assembly has been des- 
cribed as the single most impor- 
tant event in the history of the 


harp and most of our information 
about the instrument stems from 
that time. 

The decline of the oral tradi- 
tion, together with the decreasing 
popularity of the harp, had con- 
vinced many of “the propriety of 
holding out every lure to prevent 
the original music of this country 
from being lost,” as the Belfast 
News Letter reported at the time. 

Advertisements were placed in 
esi sy 9 hout the coun- 
try appealing for harpers to meet 
in Belfast heeween 10-13 July 
1792. Belfast was the obvious 
location for such a scheme as it 
was the centre of nationalist 
activity. Wolfe Tone actuall 
attended one of the recitals, al- 
though it is said he was not 
overly impressed. 

It was here, for the first time, 
that the music of the harp was 
noted down, by the student 
Edward Bunting, a task that so 
enthused him, he devoted the rest 
of his life to it. 

This weekend, -harpers are once 
again invited to an sorrme FS not 
in Belfast, but rather the Ulster 
Folk and Transport Museum. 
Accommodation will be available 
at the museum and harpers will 
be asked to play for 15 minutes — 
those who show any promise may 
be invited to play again.

Harbison, like Bunting, will 
score the proceedings, — this 
time a sound recording will also 
be made. It will form an historical 
record of the harp playing of the 
late 20th century. 

With luck the 1992 assembly 
will attract greater numbers than 
the one it is intended to com- 
memorate. Only 11 harpers turned 
up which, as it was observed at 
the time, was “a sufficient proof 
of the declining state of that 
simple but expressive instru- 
ment.” __

woman, were aged between 15 
and 112 and more than half were 
blind. Blind harpers were com- 
monplace at that time, as 
smallpox was rife. 


NTIL the early 1500s, 
harpers had been much 
esteemed. They trained for 
15 years and moved in the com- 
pany of ts and chieftains. As 
the English influence in Ireland 
spread, however, laws were 
enacted outlawing harpers and 
rhymers and it became difficult 


nails became a thing of the past. 
As the harpers’ nails deteriorated 
they took to playing the ancient 
metal-stringed instrument with the 
flesh of their fingers, which gave 
a more gentle, muffled sound. 

It was Turlough O’Carolan who 
did most to revive interest in the 
Irish harp. As Harbison says, “‘he 
was keen to make his bread and 
butter and was totally indiscrimi- 
nate about who he went to for 
patronage.’’ He flattered the new 
aristocracy and for a time it was 
possible for harpers to make a

for the aristocracy to maintain 
harpers as they had previously 
done. Under Cromwell the harp 
suffered its saddest decline and 
when the penal laws were intro- 
duced, harps were broken and 
thrown into bogs. 

The ‘old way of life of the 
harper was ali but obliterated; 
they had long since been forced 
to become itinerant. This brought 
about changes in the way the harp 
was actually played. 

To survive, it was necessary for 
harpers to look for other work 
and as a result, well manicure, 


living again. By the mid 1700s 
there were thousands of harpers 
once more. 

But by 1792 it had become 
clear that there would never be a 
full revival; hence the assembly. 
In many ways this marked the 
end of the tradition of profes- 
sional narpine- “The idea ‘behind 
the assembly was simply to 
record the music,’ says 
Harbison. 

The fortunes of the harp have 
continued to fluctuate.

handful of tm in the entire 
country. Although he admits that 
the harp has a limited repertoire 
he is still vigorous in its defence.

In recent years few have done 
more to renew interest in the harp 
than Janet Harbison herself. In 
1988 she set up the Belfast Harp 
Orchestra (which she trains in the 
ancient oral tradition) and she is 
founder and chairperson of the 
Irish Harpers’ Association. 

Most of her efforts, however, 
have been concentrated on

The 
World Harp Festival was held in 
Belfast in May; an analogous 
festival was held in Dublin in 
June and this month she is touring 
with her harp orchestra. She is 
also writing a book, ““The Legacy 
of the Belfast Harpers”.

Susan’s vocals are a delicately 
combined mix of the wistful 
and the wanton, and she can 
remind you of Joni Mitchell at 
her most reflective, or Sinead 
O’Connor at her most defiant. 
Guitarist John Doyle plays a 
deft left-handed style that 
keeps the band’s rhythm run- 
ning smoothly, and he puts the 
flourishes in all the right 
places. 


Violinist Eileen Ivers is 
American-born, and she stuns 
with her furious pacing and 
agile fingerwork. Seamus Egan 
completes the picture with

‘Alice’, which opens 


flute, banjo and tin whistle. 
He ought to impress — he’s 
won the All-Ireland award on 
four separate instruments in 
the past. The Chanting House 
produce modern traditional 
music, lacing new tunes with 
dollops of familiar phrasings. 


Songs like “Swimming” and 
“If Only I Were You” blend 
sean-nos styles with a con- 
temporary outlook, and the 
result is a pleasant, listenable 
acoustic rock. My only criti- 
cism is that perhaps the music 
is too controlled, too tightly- 
reined to allow for a full-gallop 
session, but since this is only 
the second night of the tour.

to a ‘Mousetrap’ 


HE WOMAN in front of 
me is killing herself. So 
is the man beside me. 
Arms folded, he’s sitting 
back, enjoying himself hugely, 
lass of beer to hand, under 
is chair. He chews gum right 
the way through the show, 
jaws never faltering. And 
that’s no mean feat because in 
Lee Dunne’s ‘““Goodbye to the 
Hill’, the one-liners come so 
fast you’re begging for a 
‘breather. Most of them are 
unprintable: funny, bawdy, 
irreverent, sexist and sad — 
all at the same time. 


The story is Lee Dunne’s own: 
young Paddy Maguire is a lad on 
the tear, handsome enough to 
break the heart of every woman, 
cheeky enough to scald the heart 
of every mother. He gets advice 
on how to “pull the birds” from 
his mentor — layabout and pub 
gee Harry Redmond. 

e trick, “ys rage’ is to take 
them up the banks of the Dodder 
and spout try at them. Give 
them something by that Mexican 
poet Botticelli, he says. Harry’s 
personal hope is that God will 
send his way a female sex 
maniac, with money. But it’s 
Paddy who gets that, in the shape 
of a comely widow woman from 
Terenure who is prepared to pay 
for her pleasure. 

It’s a familiar tale retold, larded 
with old jokes, peppered with 
archaic sexism, sweetened with 
compassion — and the audience 
loves it. So much so that this, its 
third production, is now the 
longest-running play in Ireland. 
When it was first put on, in 1978, 
it ran for a record 26 weeks but 


this run, now into its second year, 
has long since broken that record. 
Eat your collective hearts out, 
Colgan and Hynes — the play for 
the people this year, and last, is 
to be found at Dublin’s Regency 
Hotel. Six nights a week, they 
come in their busloads from Sligo 
and Skerries, from Drogheda and 
Dundalk — not to mention the 
southside — and then, blow me, 
if they don’t come back a second 
time, bringing friends, grand- 
mothers and the people next 


oor. 
Behind the scenes, in the com-. 
munal dressing room, the cast are: 
settling down to a game of poker: 
before the show starts. They’ve: 
been together for nearly 600 per-. 
formances. “We’ve got beyond, 
acting now. It’s real,” says Claire. 
Mullan, playing Angela, an ageing: 
bar diva whose singing won’t ever: 
be a threat to Barbra Streisand. 
Together with Frank Melia and: 
Vincent Smith, she played in the: 
first production at the Eblana, 14. 
years ago. | 
“With a run as long as this,” 
says Padraig Murray, playing 
Paddy, “you get a chance to 
develop the relationship between 
Paddy and the mother.” And 
indeed, that’s where the heart- 
break lies as Ma, played by Anne 
Kent, watches her handsome son 
waste his young life on sex and 
his money on drink and lurex 
jackets. ile she’s “ge of the 
money he brings in, she does not 


realise, at first, that most of it is 


coming from the Terenure widow. 

At the interval, there’s an 
announcement: dinner after the 
show will cost a fiver, wine 
included, and the book is on sale 
at the back. In the bar, the orders 
come up fast — four Guinness, 
there, please. And then — same 


again, another four. Many of the 
audience have nevcr been to a 
play before or, if they have been, 
it was this one. During the inter- 
val, we all talk to each other. It’s 
not like the Peacock or the Gate 
where people at the bar are 
commenting on the interpretation 
or the interaction. At the 
Regency, we're here to enjoy 
ourselves. Which is why you hear 
the occasional bottle _ being 
knocked over as someone makes 
his or her way out in the middle 
of the show for a natural break. 

“It’s hard for the cast,” says 
Lee Dunne, “being on such a 
small stage. And with someone 
edging their way along the row in 
front of them, they have to time 
their speech until the person is 
settled back in ,his seat again. 
Then they can hit the punchline.” 
And; there are plenty of those. 
When Angela, perched on a 
barstool, false eyelashes down to 
her mini-skirted thighs, drones to 
the end of her s0ng. Harry shakes 
his head to rid it of the pain. He’d 
have preferred something a bit 
more cultured. 

“Culture?” she bawls. “Cul- 
ture? The only culture you know 
is agriculture.” Still, always a 
gent, Harry raises his glasz- “All 
the breast,” he says gloomily. 

In the audience are two visitors 
from Bradford. Do they mind the 
sex and the swearing and the 
genial blasphemy? To tell you the 
truth, we’re not able to follow all 
of it, because of the accents, they 
say, bemused but polite. 

Charles Lamont, an emigrant 
actor from Boston, ex-Dundrum, 
has. been brought along by his 
mother. It’s her second time to 
see it. Charles thinks it would be

Eighty years after the Ulster Solemn League and Covenant, Donal Lowry 


looks at the seminal influence of the Ulster revolt against Home Rule on 


other ‘loyalist rebellions’ in the British Empire 


All the king’s men 


N THE years 1912 to 

1914, the Ulster revolt 

against Home Rule cast a 
long shadow over Britain’s 
Irish and imperial policies, 
and the example of the 
Ulstermen would be followed 
by recalcitrant settlers across 
the globe for three-quarters of 
a century. 

The Irish storm broke against a 
background of imperialist para- 
noia about Britain's capacity to 
remain a great power. From 
“Orange”” Ontario and South 
Africa to Australia and New 
Zealand, empire loyalists watched 
what they regarded as the unfold- 


ing of a crisis of supreme import- - 


ance. King George V would find 
ood reason to remind the Ulster 
oyalists at the first opening of the 
Northern Ireland Parliament in 
1921: “Everything that touches 
Ireland finds an echo in the 
remotest part of the empire”’. 

All over the empire, the action 
of the Ulster loyalists gripped the 
patriotic imagination. 


‘Virility of the 
British race’ 


Mass anti-Home Rule meetings 
took place across Canada, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, with 
heavily subscribed petitions and 
pledges of volunteers from 
prairie, veld and outback in the 
event of hostilities breaking out 
between the Ulster loyalists and 
the British Army. A meeting of 
the Melbourne Orange Lodge was 
told: “It was an imperial struggle, 
(which) seemed to indicate the 
disastrous possibility that the 
virility of the British race was 
departing. The British lion 
seemed to have gone to sleep.” 

That “British lion” was wide 
awake in Johannesburg, where an 
Ulster committee was formed to 
raise volunteers. There, too, was 
young Captain Sir Basil Brooke, 
future prime minister of Northern 
Ireland, loyal to his bootstraps, 
who, like so many of his brother 
officers of Anglo-Irish origin or 
sympathies stationed far from 
home, had a crisis of conscience 
over Home Rule. Although he 
had lately been busy sabre- 
om striking white miners on 
the Rand, he prepared to desert 
his regiment so that he could lead 
the UVF in his native Fermanagh. 

In Southern Rhodesia, the 
imperial government combined 
with the South Africans and pow- 
erful business interests to attempt 
to persuade the Rhodesians to 
join the Union as a fifth province. 
Although the Rhodesian resis- 
tance to this scheme was success- 
ful, one influential settler group 
concluded: “The Imperial Gov- 
ernment, as indicated in the case 
of Ulster, seems rather to enjoy 

utting pressure on a small loyal

King George met the Rhodesian

union, appeared to be the Ulster 
of South frica, to which Coghlan 
replied — ominously in the light 
of events half a century later — 
that Rhodesia would prove just as 
loyal as Ulster. This Ulster link 
was preserved chiefly in the form 
of Belfast-born Orangeman 
Charles Olley, sometime Mayor 
of Salisbury, veteran MP, founder 
of the White Rhodesia Council 
and the Dominion Party, forerun- 
ners of the Rhodesia Front. 

In Kenya in 1922, an assort- 
ment of settlers threatened a 
putsch against the imperial gov- 
ernment over the immigration of 
Indians. These modelled their 
militia directly on the UVF and 
drew up plans for kidnapping the 
British governor and for the 
creation of a provisional govern- 
ment based on Carson’s pre-war 
scheme. Their declarations were 
based on the Ulster Covenant and 
no took as their motto an 
ambiguous and menacing ‘For 
King and Kenya’”’. 

“If ordered would British 
troops come, or should we have a 
second Curragh Incident?’’, their 
leaders wondered. The imperial 
government was forced to com- 
promise and a full-scale revolt 
avoided. 

In 1927, the South African 
rovince of Natal threatened 

Ister-style direct action over the 


Afrikaner nationalist govern- 
ment’s decision to introduce a 
new national flag to replace the 
Union Jack. Leo Amery, British 
colonial secretary, urged the 
Natalians “very earnestly to give 
no countenance to any talk of 
secession or any illegal action, 
reminding them of the unfortunate 
consequences in'‘our own experi- 
ence of our attitude with regard to 
Ulster.”” In 1955, under the 
leadership of Major-General 
Arthur Selby, formerly of the 
Royal Ulster Rifles, an Anti- 
Republican League was formed 
which, keenly aware of imperial 
precedents, drafted a covenant 
directly abridged from its Ulster 
precursor. 

In 1960, over 90 per cent of 
Natalians voted against the decla- 
ration of a republic, but though 
the precedent of Northern Ireland 
was frequently cited, the govern- 
ments of Britain and .the 
dominions refused to intervene on 
their behalf and they bowed to 
the inevitability of republican 
Status. 

In 1965, Rhodesia made a 
unilateral declaration of indepen- 
dence (UDI) from Britain to fore- 
stall black majority rule. It 
seemed like 1912-14 all over 
again. Harold Wilson’s Labour 
government faced disaffection in 
the army. Denis Healey, the 


defence secretary, gave the army 
chief-of-staff a severe warning 
about ‘‘mutinous mutterings” 
among senior officers, while the 
American ambassador to Zambia 
found that on everyone’s lips was 
the precedent of the Curragh 
mutiny of 1914. 

Douglas Hurd, the present 
British foreign secretary, used 
this scenario as a backdrop to his 
novel ‘Send Him _ Victorious” 
(1968), in which army officers’ 
patriotic scruples about being 
ordered to quell UDI leads to a 
coup against the British govern- 
ment. Apparently, not all of this 
was fictional. Garret FitzGerald 
recently disclosed that the British 
government was reluctant to push 
a more forceful security policy 
against loyalists in the Uvster 
workers’ strike of 1974, on the 
grounds that it would put an 
unbearable strain on the loyalty of 
the army, bearing in mind their 
revious experience over 

hodesia. 

In August 1966, 
Terence O’Neill, the 
om lunched with Harold 

ilson in Downing Street. “I 
suppose,”’ said Wilson, ‘“North- 
ern Ireland is rather like 
Rhodesia.”

O’Neill, adding, in reference to a

of Stormont. The Protestant Tele- 
= regularly represented 
hodesia as Ulster’s patriotic 
twin, loyal frontiersmen, thank- 
less guardians of true White, 
Anglo-Saxon, Protestant Civilisa- 
tion, now abandoned by a de- 
cadent mother country. Britain 
was apparently in the grip of a 
“conspiratorial alliance’ of com- 
munists, internationalist capital- 


ists and Afro-Asian nations, 


‘Insensitive to 
many unionists’ 


orchestrated, of course, by the 
Pope and the ecumenists of the 
World Council of Churches. 

For Dr Paisley’s section of 
unionist opinion, Rhodesia was 
the example, the symbol of the 
empire’s recovery, and its demise 
regarded as a grand betrayal. For 
this reason, with the transition of 
Rhodesia to Zimbabwe in 1980, 
well-intentioned calls from 
nationalists, north and south of 
the Border, for Lord, Carrington 
to follow up his Zimbabwe 
triumph with a similar diplomatic 
coup in Northern Ireland could 
not have been more provocative 
and insensitive to many unionists 
who had no wish to share the fate 
of their now almost extinct 
Rhodesian cousins. 

The paradox of British settlers 
who rebel in the name of loyalty 
is deeply rooted in imperial his- 
tory. Such arguments of condi- 
tional allegiance were frequently 
articulated by Anglo-Irish lords, 
Scottish Covenanters and English 
slave owners in Barbados. In 
1849, Ontario Tories and 
Orangemen attacked the British 
overnor and the parliament 
uildings in Toronto, in protest 
against the perceived pro-French 

anadian policy of the imperial 
overnment. Set against this 
ackground, the ambiguities of 
Ulster loyalism are in character. 

It was always held that the 
imperial oe had a duty 
to uphold the ascendancy of its 
frontiersmen against those not of 
its own kin, and allegiance was 
always dependent on that com- 
mitment. Moreover, the whole 
unwritten framework of the 
British Constitution itself chiefly 
rests on conditional allegiance as 
expressed in the revolte nobilaire 
of the Whigs in 1688. Ulster, 
however, has given this sentiment 
its definitive style and vocabu- 


lary.

But you 
can’t ignore your sexuality, so I 
decided to come clean. In the 
seminary we were encouraged not 
to be passive Catholics, but to go 
out and challenge, to take risks.” 

The risk backfired. According 
to Bob, “the attitude towards me 
changed overnight. Suddenly I 
was an undesirable.” Six weeks 
later he was called into another 
meeting with his superior where 
he was told that it would be best 
for everyone if he left. 

It has been four months since 
that happened. For Bob, an open- 
faced and earnest man in his mid- 
twenties, it carried the force of a 
sudden amputation. He had been 
“happy and proud” to be a 
seminarian and was looking for- 
ward to his ordination. He claims 
he still has a vocation; he still 
feels like a priest. Yet he is a 
priest his Church apparently does 
not want. 


Bob (not his real name) insists 
that his faith is still fundamentally 
important to him, though he 
admits to confusion. He has no 
idea what he is going to do now. 
“First,” he says, “I have to get 
over this.” 

For help he has gone to Reach, 
a Dublin-based group for gay 
Christian men, which is also the 
largest gay organisation in this 
country. 

Reach has evolved into an 
Organisation as much social as 
spiritual. It meets every Saturday 
— in a Dublin, hotel for a 
religious service, usually a Catho- 
lic Mass, though most of the 
Protestant Churches are also regu- 
aa? represented. 

ollowing this, they simply 
“have fun,’ a fact which is a 
continuing source of wonder to 
committee member Paul 
Hutchinson, given the member- 
ship. “They all have such differ- 
ent backgrounds. Some will be 
= to Mass or whatever on 
unday, some won't. There are 
young and old, there is every 
shade of political opinion, from 
radicals to conservatives. It’s 
amazing that we all get on so 
well,” 4 says. 

Or perhaps not, given the out- 
side influences. hat Reach 
members seem to have in com- 
mon is a strong sense of 
alienation from the Churches they 
were born into, perhaps not as 
markedly as Bob, but enough for 
them to seek out an alternative. 
Tony, a Catholic-born gay, says 
he was deeply committed to the 
life of his local church, but 
realised that it wasn’t committed 
to him. 

“It was exclusively geared for 
families and carpets, all that. It 
never even occurred to them that

there might be a gay person in the 
congregation. 
Others tell similar stories, 
mostly of conducting semi- 
detached lives: church on the one 
hand, the gay scene on the other. 
None felt able to “come out” of 
their congregations. Kevin, a 
Catholic turned Anglican, 
describes it as a “terrible strain.” 
Mark, an Anglican who now 
attends Quaker meetings, says it 
was “not an easy situation’: he 
was helped at first by a gay 
Anglican pirest, but when this 
ee sexuality was discovered, 
e was sacked, prompting Mark’s 
own departure from that Church. 
Paul Hutchinson says he stopped 
going to Mass after having an 
affair with a teacher — a 
Christian Brother — when he was

14. He also remembers that his 
mother put pressure on him to 
consider the priesthood when she 
realised he was gay. He shakes 
his head sadly. “The Catholic 
Church is completely hypocritical. 
It’s all bullshit, really.” 


Reach has to be very careful 
about confidentiality. New appli- 
cants are first carefully vetted 
through interview. But in keeping 
a safe distance from the outside 
world, there is also a danger of 
ghettoisation: continuing the 
marginalisation that it would seek 
to change. 

This. is vehemently rejected by 
the men, who argue that the 
reverse is in fact the case: coming 
to Reach meetings has helped 
them in the wider world. Michael 
Dillon, another long-time mem- 
ber, says this has certainly been

his experience; it has helped him 
reconcile the seeming contradic- 
tion of being gay and Catholic. 

“IT have come to see a Church 
that is very different from the one 
the Pope and the bishops would 
like to imagine. I don’t think it is 
at all as monolithic as they would 
like to think it is, with all of us 
having the same views on every- 
thing. Increasingly people are 
Starting to pick and choose, to 
throw away the things that they 
don’t agree with.” 

In practical terms, that means 
seeking out sympathetic priests 
for the sacraments, as well as 
en agg who have been 
similarly marginalised: not just 
gay men or lesbians, but divorced 
people, women who feel stifled by 
Church rules; even members of 
the clergy in sexual relationships. 

Michael Dillon admits that this 
smacks of a Church operating 
within a Church, but feels that 
this group of the religiously dis- 
possessed is growing, and is 
probably already in the majority. 
“It won’t happen tomorrow, but 
change will come,”’ he says. “But 
it has to come from inside the 
Church, not by throwing stones 
from the outside. At the end of 
the day I am still a Catholic. | 
knew I was a Catholic before I 
knew I was gay.”’ 

Reach has done some cam- 
paigning, but only in a modest 
way: some members have spoken 
at human rights meetings, while 
1,000 circulars were sent to Irish 
bishops of various religions. Ten 
replied. 

Such an outcome would seem 
totally depressing but the men of 
auch seem unsurprised by it. 
Michael Dillon feels that the 
Opinions of the Hierarchy have 
little effect on the lives of 
ordinary people anyway. Bob 
thinks that the Catholic Church 
should be challenged, but can't 
think when change, if at all, will 
come. Wearily,- Tony says yes, 
things should change, “but per- 
sonally, I just don’t have the 
energy to do that.” 

This is not cynicism, but prac- 
ticality: Reach is not trying to 
establish an alternative Church or 
mobilise political opinion; there 
are other groups geared for that. 
And the reality for most members 
is that they have gone through 
enough just to get to where they 
are. ‘“‘What brings us together, ~ 
says Kevin, is a basic belief in 
God, ‘“‘and forget everything 
else.” 

This perhaps gets to the nub of 
what Reach does for its members: 
it gives them the right to be 
Christians; a right seemingly 
denied or at least restricted by the 
Churches. On Saturday nights 
they form a community in which 
it is okay to be gay, both in the 
ub and in the church; the line 
etween the spiritual and _ the 
temporal has been eroded in a

ut while joining Reach is a 
relief for these men, it does not 
necessarily solve their problems. 
Tony remembers that the most 
hurtful thing for him was _ the 
knoweldge that being gay was a 
mortal sin. “On an intellectual 
level I knew it was rubbish,” he

than that.” 
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AITING in the anteroom of historic 

events can be a tedious business. 

For most of this week the journa- 
lists covering the Northern talks have 
lounged around in the courtyard outside 
Lancaster House, hoping for some word 
from the politicians or, better still, for some 
small hint of drama to convince us that what 
is going on inside marks a major step 
forward in our island story. 

Little has been forthcoming. Instead we 
have been reduced to reading the expres- 
sions on people’s faces, analysing their y 
language. hy are David Andrews and 
Padraig Flynn the first out in the early 
evening sunshine and what are they talking 
about so earnestly on the steps? Is it 
Significant that the Rev Ian Paisley has 
remained behind after the rest of the DUP 
delegation has left and what on earth does 
he mean by shouting “The unconquerable 
spirit” at the press corps? 

There is, as expected, a massive security 
presence. And yet the London _bobbies 
perspiring in their shirt sleeves, the young 
policewomen in well-cut trousers with black- 
and-white cravats tucked into their neat 
shirts, do not quite add up to a ring of steel. 
Only when the police marksmen appear on 
the roofs of the buildings overlooking the 
small square, signalling the fact that the 
afternoon session is drawing to a close and 
those taking part are shortly to be whisked 
away in the waiting limousines, is there any 
sense that what is taking place here is linked 
to the brutal violence which continues a few 
hundred miles away in Belfast.

atmosphere is incongruously domestic. A 
young man walks an elderly West Highland 
terrier, very slowly, to St James’s Park, 
ast the journalists corralled behind a 
arrier by the police. A woman carrying 
bags from Harrods Food Hall lets herself 
into her house. 


A variety of Irish journalists, diverted 
momentarily from the weighty matters of 
our own history, examine the exterior of 
Clarence House and wonder where exactly 
Princess Diana spent the days leading up to 
her marriage. It is sunny. There is birdsong 
in St James’s Park. Things could be a lot 
worse, for all the grumbles about the 
boredom and lack of press facilities. 


There is even a _ genuine frisson of 
excitement as the participants emerge into 
this London square which has seen so much 
history; Ministers of an independent Irish 
Republic, local councillors from Derry and 
Tyrone, the -tall figure of the Northern 
Ireland Secretary, apologising in that urbane 
manner to the press, as though explaining to

a~gang of mutinous Other Ranks that the 
officer class really does know what’s best 
for them. 

If there is one thing we have learnt over 
the past 20 years of the Northern conflict, it 
is how much the symbolism matters to both 
sides. On that level, this initial meeting in 
London must be judged as extraordinarily 
important. It was always on the cards that 
the -unionist politicians would face intense 
criticism back in Northern Ireland over the 
fact that they were sitting down at all with 
Ministers from the Republic. 

It has been a matter of considerable, 
albeit muted, satisfaction that there hasn't 
been more of a public outcry from the 


unionist community, particularly given the 
timing of the meeting in the co leading up 
to July 12th. The Rev Ian Paisley has put a 
brave face on the first obvious stirrings of 
discontent by dismissing the resignation of 
three of his party’s councillors in Cooks- 
town as a matter of little importance, and 
the Rev William McCrea has expressed 
complete confidence in his leader. But both 
men know that feelings are likely to be 
running very high in a community which 
earlier this year buried the victims of the 
Teebane Cross bombing and that any re- 
newal of IRA violence could threaten the 
whole enterprise of the present talks. 

It is in this context that the judicious 


leaking of reports of Dr Paisley’s tough line 
with Irish ministers on terrorism and on 
Articles Two and Three should be seen. 
Similarly, speculation that Sir Patrick 
Mayhew is perceived as leaning towards the 
unionist view of the situation should not 
cause undue alarm at this stage. That, after 
all, is the point of the talks, to get all these 
issues into the open for free and frank 
discussion. 


Trish Ministers, together with the SDLP, 
will be well able to present the nationalist 
case in due course. What has been impor- 
tant about this week is that both communi- 
ties in Northern Ireland have seen their 

litical leaders sit down together, and this 
in itself signals that they are: at the very 
least prepared to explore the possibility of a 
different way forward. 


The other, not unimportant, effect of 
having this first session in London is that it 
may bring home to the delegates from both 

arts of Ireland, at least if they managed to 

reak away even briefly from each other’s 
company, how little our quarrel matters to 


the British. Walking along the Mall on the 
first day, I asked a number of people, office 
workers in the area, the way to Lancaster 
House. Several of them said that there were 
an awful lot of police around and I might 
have difficulty getting through, but not one 
of them could tell me what was happening 
there to warrant this massive show of 
security. 


ATER that evening, hoping to gauge 

something of the current political 

preoccupations in Britain, I caught 
the end of a debate in the House of 
Commons on a Labour Party motion deplor- 
ing the impact of the longest recession 
experienced in the country since 1945. I 
talked to a number of MPs, a couple of 
whom asked me, out of politeness, about 
the talks. It would be misleading to give the 
impression that they were interested in the 
finer details of what was going on, though 
they did, of course, express the hope that 
this particular initiative would succeed 
where others had failed. 

I was left with the strong impression, not 
for the first time, that the British would like 
nothing better than to leave us to sort out 
the relationship between us, North and 
South, for ourselves. A start has been made 
in London this week, but the real talking 
will begin next week when all the partici- 
pants meet in Belfast. It is within this island 
that we have to make the major changes, 
psychological as well as political, that will 
enable us to put the past behind us once and 
for all. Only if we succeed in meeting this 
challenge will we be able to tell whether 


these talks are an historic breakthrough or 
just another footnote.

. HEN the president of 
Kirghizstan, Mr Askhar 
; Akayev, described 


Turkey as “the morning star that 
-guides the path of the Turkic 
republics”, he was echoing a 
sentiment shared by most of the 
former Central Asian republics of 
the Soviet Union. 

Mr Akayev’s encomium will 
also have been music to the ears 
of Ankara. Turkey has clearly 
been the most thrusting and suc- 
cessful contender to fill the power 
vacuum in the area since the 
collapse of the Soviet Union. 

The ‘Turkic’ republics in the 
former Soviet Union include four 
of the five central Asian repub- 
.lics: Kirghizstan, Uzbekistan, 
“Turkmenistan and Kazakhstan, as 
well as Azerbaijan in the 
Caucasus. All speak a language 
related to Turkish — Azerbaijanis 
and Turks can understand one 
another — and all are Muslim. 
Added to this linguistic and _reli- 
“pee group are Tatarstan and 

ashkiria, the two most heavily 
populated of the Russian Federa- 
»tion’s 17 autonomous republics. 

The odd one out is Tajikistan, 
scene of recent political trouble, 
where the ethnic and linguistic 
ties are with Iran, for the moment 
‘very much taking second place to 


Turkey in the post-Soviet regional 
power stakes. 

Over the past few months 
Turkey has made comprehensive 
efforts to win influence in the 
region.

President Islam Karimov, the 
ex-communist leader elected in 
December, has told his 20 million 
citizens that for years they have 
been sitting on a wealth of 
untapped gold, gas and oil, while 
Moscow has forced them to grow 
cotton for sale at bargain prices. 
Now things will change, he says, 
and Uzbekistan will become the 
richest and most powerful state in 
Central Asia. 


HE reality is that Uzbek 

nationalism has provoked 

violent clashes with 
Kirghiz, Turks and Tartars during 
the past three years, and is 
worrying the Russians living in 
Uzbekistan. Leaders of the 
recognised opposition party, Erk, 
say that there will soon be ethnic 
violence in Uzbekistan, suggest- 
ing that if the 100,000 former 
Soviet troops garrisoned in 
Uzbekistan are withdrawn, Presi- 
dent Karimov will be easily over- 
thrown. 


Kazakhstan is the second 
potential regional power in Cen- 
tral Asia. It has a lot going for it: 
it is five times the size of France, 
occupies a key position at the 
hinge of Europe and Asia and has 
great natural wealth in deposits of 
uranium, diamonds, gold, coal, oil 
and gas, as well as being a major 
wheat and meat producer. All 
these things, including its 2,000 
nuclear warheads, make it a state 
whose opinions will have to be 
taken into account by the other 
countries of Central Asia and 
Russia itself. 

Mr Yeltsin’s government is at 
the moment too busy trying to 
sort out Russia’s own economic 
problems and the territorial dis- 


pute with Ukraine to focus on its 
traditional Central Asia colonies. 
Its recent warning to nage not 
to intervene in support of the 
Azerbaijanis against Armenia 
shows that it has not abandoned 
its role in the area. Indeed with 
more than nine million Russians 
living in the former Central Asian 
republics, including six million in 
Kazakhstan, Russia is destined to 
retain an interest in the area.

THE 1990s. 


The President, Mrs Robinson, chose to address 
the Dail and Seanad yesterday when she might have 
spoken directly to the nation. The choice was delib- 
erate. It helped to underline the importance she atta- 
ches to the Oireachtas at a moment when, as she said: 
“We need to reflect not simply on how we perceive 
the move towards European union but on how we 
perceive ourselves in it.” 

Her historic address, the first to have been deliv- 
ered by a President of Ireland in Leinster House, was 
entitled “Irish Identity in Europe.” It was at least as 
relevant to Ireland’s perception of itself. But the de- 
bate the President envisages will be livelier, more 
optimistic and less predictable than the usual ten- 
tative discussions on Ireland’s place in the world 
where “our receptiveness to change is a mark of our 
confidence as a modern state.” ae 
~The President is bound by the constitutional 
limitations of the office but her statements are almost 
always more stimulating than the overtly political 
contributions of those who are free to make partisan 
points. Yesterday she drew inspiration from the 
remarkable outward-bound adventure of Irish scholar- 
ship that lasted from the sixth to the 12th century to 
encourage a less timorous approach to the wider 
world: “It was by their openness to Europe that our 
forebears enriched the Irishness of our tradition.”

She emphasised inclusivity in every sense, 
addressing not com 4 the supporters of the Maastricht 
Treaty but those who voted “No.” She spoke not only 
of the European Community but of Europe beyond 


the Community — of the Council of Europe — and of 


Ireland’s instinctive sympathy for the Third World. 
She encouraged discussion of neutrality — “We need 
to debate this honestly, aware that the balance we 
strike and the approach we take can be both construc- 
tive and exemplary” — and paid tribute to the vol- 
untary organisations which have “provided friendship 
and a voice for many defenceless people. 

She quoted her predecessors, Eamon de Valera 
and Douglas Hyde, on leadership, inspiration and cul- 
ture; James Connolly and the novelist Kate O’Brien 
on the puzzle of identity, and James Joyce on leaving 
Ireland to forge “the uncreated conscience of my 
race.” She spoke of emigration and the unemployed, 
of the changing role of women and the spread of 
community organisations, of her increasing knowledge 
of the Irish language and the new generation of writers 
in English because of whom “we bring to Europe the 
important argument that a community and a nation 
need not be a smooth or acceptable continuum.” 

But the most direct appeal sent out by President 
Robinson was to the people of all traditions in the 
North. Pledging the deep commitment of the Repub- 
lic’s politicians to dialogue and friendship, she 
recalled that the most moving moments of her Presi- 
dency had been on her Northern visits and when, in 
turn, Northern groups visited her in Aras an 
Uachtarain. What she found both moving and 
challenging on these occasions was the open-minded- 
ness that she now commends to the members of the 
Oireachtas. .. . , . 

She turns to the Oireachtas at this crucial mo- 
ment in our history for the leadership that it alone can 
provide. The electorate has made its decision on 
Maastricht in a referendum which exposed so-called 
democratic deficits both in Ireland and in the Euro- 
pean Community as a whole. The primacy of par- 


liament — and through it public participation in 


decision-making — is central to the development of 
the State and the Community. The President has not 
only drawn attention to the issue with customary elo- 
quence, she has suggested the agenda for what ought 
to be the debate of the 1990s. 


Struggling Summit 


The summit of the big industrial nations, which 
finished yesterday in Munich, was always going to 


struggle to achieve meaningful breakthroughs on the 
big issues facing the world economy. The only 
substantial matter on which progress was shown in the 
final communique was on aid to Russia, where an 
extraordinary experiment in economic reform is get- 
ting under way. Little wonder that some of the delega- 
tions have been talking to each other about the proper 
role of the annual summit and what it should be aim- 
ing to achieve. 

Before the summit got under way even the main 
participants saw little hope of any major economic 
policy breakthroughs. Like last year’s summit in Lon- 
don, the Munich gathering looked set to be dominated 
by a visitor, as Mr Yeltsin replaced Mr Gorbachev at 
the G7 table. But then hope briefly appeared of a 
breakthrough in the row about agricultural subsidies 
between the US and the EC as the British delegation 
arrived with a surprise initiative and the US looked 
prepared to talk. It was a bold attempt to break the 
impasse which is holding up the whole GATT round. 

*K K *K 

The complete failure of this initiative to get off 
the ground is a blow not only to the GATT talks but 
to the whole idea of a G7 summit. The French presi- 
dent, Mr Mitterrand, simply waved his hand and the 
subject was dropped. It may yet be that the summit 
has paved the way for a breakthrough on farm sub- 
sidies by making the US and the EC aware that the 
differences between them are not great. But the 
credibility of the G7’s call for confidence in the world 
recovery is doubtful in the light of their inability to 
clear the GATT impasse. 

The summit did, however, give clear support to 
the Russian president, Mr Yeltsin. Unlike Mr 
Gorbachev, Mr Yeltsin went away not only with en- 
couragement for his reform programme but also with 
clear commitments to hard cash support. The West is 
taking an enormous gamble on Mr Yeltsin’s success, 
but there can be no doubt that his brave reform pro- 
gramme deserves support. _ 

The difficulties for Russia are well illustrated by 
considering the problems still facing the former East 
Germany, where the initial economic conditions: were 
much healthier and the former West Germany was on 
hand with huge financial support. Russia faces enor- 
mous economic challenges before it even establishes 
the basis of a market economy. Extraordinary diffi- 
culties will hinder the efforts to make the rouble a 
convertible currency, while whole sectors of the econ- 
omy remain far removed from a market economy. 

For the leaders of the industrial world the eco- 
nomic challenges at home are on a different scale, but 
are serious none the less. The international economy 
remains subdued, unemployment is on the rise and 
most face electorates increasingly unhappy with the 
answers provided by conventional politicians. They 
can only hope that their declaration that “increas- 
ingly, there are signs of global economic recovery 


proves correct.

CATHOLIC ANNULMENTS 


Sir, — Helen Mangan (July 6th) 
makes a number of allegations 
and insinuations about annulment 
procedures in the Catholic Church 
which call for a response. 

1. She suggests that onlv those 
who belong to “a wealthy élite 
can get an annulment. For the 
record, the costs involved in 
pursuing a case in the Church’s 
tribunals in Ireland are kept as 
low as possible and are, in fact, 
very modest. At present a sum of 
£450 is requested. Applicants are 
expected to pay this amount if 
they can afford it. However, each 
is formally told that the progress 
of the case or its outcome does 
not in any way depend on the 
ability or willingness to pay any 
or all of these expenses. 

In practice, only a minority pay 
the full amount. Over half pay 
nothing and most of the others 

y between £100 and £300. As 
or Rome, according to the latest 
figures (1990) from the Roman 
Rota — the tribunal which heard 
the Princess Caroline case — 
more than half (70) of the 130 
cases completed that year in- 
volved no cost whatever for the 
parties. 

2. Ms Mangan says that “one 
must note rather cynically” that 
the Vatican spokesman had 
refrained from listing a detailed 
reason for Princess Caroline’s 


annulment. What he said, in fact, 
was that “the specific reasons for 
recognising the nullity of this 
marriage were not publicly given 
but have been transmitted to both 
parties who can decide whether 
or not to divulge them”. This is 
normal practice. 

3. Wealth, fame or status are 
irrelevant in deciding a case of 
nullity. Before a decree can be 
issued by the Catholic Church it 
must be established with moral 
certainty — probability alone is 
not enough — that nullity exists; 
that is, that because of a funda- 
mental defect established by 
stringent measures of proof to 
have been present at the time of 
the marriage, the marriage was 
invalid from its very origin. In 
Ireland about one applicant in 
seven succeeds with a decree of 
nullity; about 40 per cent are 


found to have no ow facie case dered 


and do not reach the stage of 
formal judgment in the Irish tri- 
bunals. the 130 judgments 
open by the Roman Rota in 1990, 

ended with a decree of nullity 
and in 63 the validity of the 
marriage was affirmed. — Yours,

THE RIGHT TO TRAVEL 


Sir, — We regret that we must 
disagree with Bishop Comiskey in 
his statement about the right to 
travel and the right to abortion 
information. There is no absolute 
right to travel. Restraint on the 
right to travel is legal in many 
cases; for example, a person on 
bail or a ward of court may not 
leave the country without the 
permission of the court. There are 
also “exclusion orders’ against 
certain people travelling to the 
UK. So travel rights are not 
absolute in the EC. 

It has in general assumed that 
people going abroad are innocent 
and this is still so. The case of 
Miss X was different simply be- 
cause her — sought to involve 
the State by asking for a garda to 
accompany them to the abortion 
clinic in Britain to obtain evi- 
dence of paternity. 

The proposal to insert in the 
Constitution an explicit right to 
travel for an abortion and a right 
to advertise and provide abortion 
information is to ask the Irish 

le by referendum to approve 
of abortion elsewhere. How then, 
would Dr Comiskey explain, 
could we argue against the legisla- 
tion of abortion in Ireland? Or 
how could we object to the 
European Court imposing abor- 
tion legislation on us? 


Dr_ Comiskey’s criticism — of 
some aspects of the Pro-Life 
Campaign will be seen as attempt- 
ing to discredit the movement. He 
refers to “the ghastly pictures”, 
as did some of our very 
“sensitive” politicians who are on 
record as supporting the 
legalisation of abortion. Why does 
Dr Comiskey not ask himself if 
these pictures are a true repre- 
sentation of the result of abortion, 
and if so, what is wrong with 
them? 


He further says that bishops 
and clerics have to very 
careful how they speak about 
abortion because they have to 
deal with women who have abor- 
tions. This is to overlook the 
obvious fact that others are in- 
volved in abortion: the doctors 
who perform abortions, nurses 
who assist them, politicians and 
legal people who now see abor- 
tion as acceptable. Would not 
Bishop Comiskey see it as his 
duty to instruct people that not 
only is abortion a great evil but 
also a grave offence against the 
moral law of God?

COMPACT DISCS 


Sir, — You published an article 
(June 30th) regarding the immi- 
nent demise of compact disc 
(titled “Death of Vinyl’, for 
some obscure reason!) which 
contained some interesting 
inaccuracies. 

The writer stated that “any CD 
buff’ will tell you that one cannot 
record onto a blank compact disc. 
I am delighted to tell you that for 
some time now Trend Studios 
have been recording onto 
customised blank CDs for not- 
ables like The Dubliners, Bill 
Whelan, Brendan Grace, Dublin 


City Ramblers, Rob Strong, and I 


many lesser-known acts. Record 
companies and advertising 
agencies have also been using the 
service for pre-release radio plays 
and for high quality demonstra- 
tion purposes. 

This technology has been about 
for a number of years and the 
price has reduced dramatically in 
recent times, so it is quite pos- 
sible that it may fall to a price 
acceptable to the average con- 
sumer in the future. 

You also trotted out the old 
myth that cassettes are of inferior 
quality to compact disc, when 


controlled listening tests have’ 


shown time and time again that 
most people can detect no differ- 
ence between properly-recorded 
cassettes and CDs. To the aver- 
age listener, quality is no longer 
an issue when deciding between 
CD and cassette. 

Discussing the two new formats 
which are expected to be 
launched before Christmas (DCC 
may be slated for September 
release but don’t hold your 
breath, while the launch date for 
Sony’s Mini Disc is still un- 
known), the article states that 
“better sound quality than CD” is 
romised. This is not the case. 

either Philips nor Sony claims 
better sound quality, but will say’ 


only that their formats are “‘indis- 
tinguishable” from CD. Having 
heard both formats, I would not 
agree with that description; how- 
ever, the differences should not 
be discernible to the average 
listener. 

Unlike the compact disc, both 
new formats use digital 
compression techniques, some- 
thing which would be interpreted 
as a four-letter word by hi-fi 
purists. So let’s be clear: im- 
proved quality is not on offer. 

The description of the Mini 
Disc intrigued me; the MDs which 
have are 2.5” (not 4” as 
described), they do indeed use 
laser technology, and the RAM- 
based delay is only three seconds 
(not minutes, as stated in the 
article). 

Your favourite album on both 
of these formats will sell for 
slightly less than on CD, with the 
hardware costing at least £500 
(even for the personal stereo 
— so I cannot see people 
rushing to replace existing equip- 
ment. Cassettes provide an ideal, 
inexpensive and _ satisfactory 
medium for the “mobile market’; 
at present currently available on 
CD you will find encyclopedias, 
ee Sa and information 
atabases, and your holiday sna 
shots can be transferred to the 
medium and viewed on TV. Of 
course, your favourite music is 
available on CD and with full- 
length feature films with stereo 
sound expected by the end of the 
ear, why should anyone look 
rther than compact disc and 

Cassette anyway?

velopment Fund for Women; 
Betty Bigombe, a minister of 
State in Uganda; and our own

Transformational Leaders 


“We decided to focus on the 
leadership provided by women 
in a number of areas, to high- 
light solutions developed by 
some women, and that we 
would focus on seven major 
issues as opposed to addressing 
every issue on the map. Lastly, 
we decided to hold it in a 
country which had a woman 
head of state, whose leadership 
exemplified the kind of leader- 
ship that we believe in — trans- 
formational leadership that 
enables rather than dictates.” 

She compares this forum with 
other international women’s 
conferences, such as the UN 
Conference in Nairobi in 1985 
to mark the end of the UN De- 
cade for Women. ‘‘Women 
came as part of official delega- 
tions. This is not the case with 
the forum, so women are free to 
state their position and ideas 
without feeling that they must 
adhere to a party line,” says Ms 
Natividad, a member of the 
Democratic Party who feels at 
home outside Washington. 

Irene Natividad was born in 
the Philippines and came to the 
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US at the age of 18 to study law 
at Long Island University. 
“There is a stereotype of the 
over-achieving Asian-American 
and to a certain extent I fit that 
stereotype. 

“Asian-Americans usually 
excel in the professions and in 
music. I went the non-tradi- 
tional route, taking early Ameri- 
can literature at Columbia 
University (from 1972 to 1976) 
with the sole aim of being an 
academic.’’ Her mother’s 
remark on hearing this news 
was: “You want a doctorate to 
study novels?” 

Her first introduction to poli- 
tics came during Eugene Mc- 
Carthy’s presidential campaign 
in the late 1960s. ’ She was 
active in organising Asian 
groups and women’s groups, 
and retains those loyalties. 

“I would organise to em- 
power because I always felt that 
alone an individual was power- 
less but in a larger group you 
could have a voice, especially in 
a country as large as the US. 

She is a former vice-chair- 
woman of the Asian Caucus of 
the Democratic Party and in 
fact flies from here on Sunday 
to the Democratic Party Con- 
vention where she’s hosting a 
salute to women congressional 
candidates of colour. 


Women of Colour 


“Women of colour are very 
important. If women find it 
hard, women of colour suffer 
the double whammy of race and 
gender discrimination. Race 
relations in the US have deteri- 
orated and I think that women 
of colour could be the bridge in 
the dialogue between races. 

Currently chairwoman of the 
National Commission on Work- 
ing Women, Ms Natividad is 
also a former chairwoman of 
the National Women’s Political 
Caucus, and built up many of 
her international contacts from 
that time. “There is a network 
of women who make things 
happen and I want to expose 
them to each other.” 

She hopes that the Forum will 
“‘underscore the great deal of fe- 
male leadership around that 
should be tapped. Among the 
women themselves, I want an 
exchange of what is called best 
practices. Some of the most 
innovative solutions have come 
from developing nations with 
very little resources and I’d like 
for some of those solutions to 
be shared.”

MAYNOOTH APPOINTMENT

The institution has the right, 
in formulating a decision, to take 
as wide a set of soundings as is 
possible. The recommendations of 
the assessment board were not 
ignored and in disagreeing with 
what was originally a finely bal- 
anced recommendation, the col- 
lege executive council, and sub- 
sequently the trustees, acted in a 
proper manner and without mal- 
ice.

In 
the 17th century, he says, spo- 
radic revolts broke out follow- 
ing rumours about taxes on 
shirts, on hats and even on the 
sexual act. 

On the Contentin peninsula, well 
known today to Irish travellers 
to Le Havre and Cherbourg, 
there were revolts in the 17th 
century because the big pots in 
which they boiled sea water to 
extract salt were confiscated. 
Presumably, by making their 
own salt they were evading tax. 
Now, he says, protest is not 
violent — that is, since the 
farmers became organised in 
the 1930s, anyway — in com- 
parison with the past. Today’s 
demonstrations are more 
theatrical.

GATT breakthrough fails to materialise at G7 


HE statement from the main indus- 

trial nations on the world economy 

ended the formal proceedings of the 

Munich summit with little more 
than a commitment to persist with existing 
policies and hope for recovery and a 
promise — for the third year in a row — to 
seek an early conclusion to the GATT world 
trade talks. 

It was a downbeat end to a summit which 
failed to pull off the one surprise which 
might have been possible — a GATT break- 
through — and the leaders must have been 
glad to have Mr Yeltsin to meet in a post- 
Summit meeting to allow them to make 
some concrete decisions. 

Unlike last year’s economic summit, 
after which the G7 governments confidently 
predicted economic recovery, the heads of 
State now acknowledge the uncertainty sur- 
rounding the communique forecast that “‘in- 
creasingly, there are signs of global 
economic recovery.”’ The leaders acknowl- 
— baldly that “‘too many people are out of 
work.” 


THE G7 leaders hope for economic 
recovery but their mood is subdued. Cliff 
Taylor reports from Munich on the summit’s 
final economic communique. 


Conditions are “still sluggish,” the Brit- 
ish prime minister, Mr John Major, con- 
cluded yesterday and business and consumer 
confidence remains the missin ingredient. 
The one thing “above all others” which 
would help would be a GATT agreement, 
Mr Major said. After the French blocked any 
serious attempt at a breakthrough here, Mr 
Major said he would persist as the EC presi- 
dent for the rest of the year to “bully, 
badger, cajole and encourage,” the Commu- 
r ‘vy and the other states to a GATT deal. 


Signalling that he would not worry about 
—— the French, Mr Major warned that 
some other states “‘would not find us cosy 
partners on GATT.” The communique says 
that the leaders “expect that an agreement 
can be reached before the end of 1992” on 
the trade talks. But the failure to make a 
more substantial breakthrough was a major 
blow for the summit. 

The paragraphs on GATT contain a 
number of positive items from the Commu- 
nity viewpoint, according to a senior EC 


official, Mr Peter Doyle. These include a 
recognition of the contribution which the 
CAP reform can make towards a farm sub- 
sidy deal — a point on which the US has 
become more generous — and a statement 
that progress must also be made in the ser- 
vices sector, where the US is looking for 
widespread derogations. 

It is clear that both the EC and the US 
sides feel that their differences on the farm 
subsidy row have narrowed considerably 
and now centre largely on US demands for 
slightly larger cuts in export subsidies that 
the CAP plan may deliver. Mr Major said 
that Britain could “settle our difficulties in 
30 minutes” on these issues. But if the sides 
are closer on the technical issues, the politi- 
cal obstacles of the French referendum in 
September and the US election in October 
still loom large. 

Perhaps the biggest surprise at Munich 
has been an apparent new US willingness to 
make progress on GATT and yesterday Pres- 
ident Bush said that ‘we will keep pushin 
for an agreement without regard to the U

MacSharry 
regrets 
US stance 
on GATT

IN Strasbourg , the EC farm com- 
missioner, Mr Ray MacSharry, 
said the prospects of a GATT 
agreement before the end of the 
year were about 60:40 in favour. 


The commissioner said that he 

was somewhat dissapointed with 
the American response to the CAP 
reform ment. “It was unreal- 
istic for people to think that they 
can simply pocket CAP reform and 
then say to us, now what more can 
you do for a GATT agreement,” he 
said. 
The other parties in the negotia- 
tions must realise that the Commu- 
nity was not prepared to 
contemplate a situation in which 
the compensation elements of the 
CAP > ment could be made 
subject to GATT disciplines. ““This 
is just not on politically,” he said. 


Mr MacSharry said that some 
“‘step by step progress” had been 
made in technical discussions be- 
tween the various contracting par- 
ties.

He said that he was encou 
by some recent’ signals that the US 
was prepared to adopt a more real- 
istic position. We have moved away 
from “cloud-cuckoo land” in the 
negotiations and there is a new 
measure of realism.”

Even after last week’s 
announcement of a tight 1993 budget, the 
extent of German determination to get pub- 
lic borrowing down remains to be seen, 
while the US deficit remains as intractable 


as ever. And as for the chance of getting a 
cut in German interest rates, one US official 
conceded that: “We are not naive enough to » 
think that sabre rattling will get them to do 
anything.” :

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Sutherland seeks climate 
for growth in banking

IRISH society needs to valuc suc- 
cess and achievement and see 
that the financial services sector 
is potentially as valuable a 
national resource as any producer 
of manufactured goods if the 
challenge of Europe is to be met, 
Allied Irish Banks’ chairman Mr 
Peter Sutherland told sharehold- 
ers at the group’s annual general 
meeting. 

“Restrictive policy stances” 
towards the provision of banking 
services demonstate that this 
kind of society does not exist here 
at present, Mr Sutherland said. 

Some 700. shareholders 
attended the meeting yesterday at 
the AIB headquarters in 
Ballsbridge, Dublin. Issues raised 
at the packed meeting, which 
went on for over two hours, in- 
cluded the bank’s handling of the 
recent industrial dispute, operat- 
ing costs, the level of bad debts, 
the remuneration and loans and 
share options of directors and 
employees, the performance of 
the Ark Life assurance subsidiary 
and the funding of the group pen- 
sion scheme. 

Basic issues in the financial ser- 
vices sector must be addressed so 
that Irish companies can address 
the opportunities in more open 
and more competitive European 
markets, Mr Sutherland told the 
shareholders. Change in Euro- 
pean banking, including the im- 
plementation of the second 


banking directive on January Ist 
1993, mean that the sector is “en- 
tering perhaps the most challeng- 
ing era ever,” he said. 

Welcoming the recent changes 
in bank levy arrangements and 
the reduction in Deposit Interest 
Retention Tax, he warned the 
Minister for Finance, Mr Ahern, 
against any temptation “to take 
the roller to the playing field a 
second time.” 

Further changes in response to 
intense lobbying could “‘resurrect 
the effect of anomalies that were 
distorting the market and makin 
us more vulnerable to an outflow 
of funds to countries with a lower 
DIRT regime than ours’’, he told 
shareholders. 

At the meeting special motions 
put forward by dissident share- 
holders for the removal of Mr 
Sutherland and the chief execu- 
tive, Mr Gerry Scanlan, from the 
board were heavily defeated on a 
show of hands. During the first 
motion, Mr Sutherland was asked 
by one shareholder to vacate the 
chair. He refused to do so. 

Shareholders agreed to increase 
the annual fee paid to directors 
from £16,750 to £18,000, with 
that rate fixed until 1994. They 
agreed to allow the board to de- 


termine the amount of additional 
payments to the chairman for 


time spent on bank work. 

A request from a shareholder, 
Mr Hegarty, for a breakdown of 
the current remuneration of the 
chairman and the other 18 bank 


directors, was refused by Mr 
Sutherland who said that giving 
the information would create a 
precedent that his _ successors 
might not want to follow. Mr 
Hegarty, who also asked for de- 
tails of loans to directors, bonus 
payments and share options, was 
told that the information pro- 
vided in the annual report com- 
plied with the requirements 
under company law and Stock 
Exchange rules. 

Mr William O‘Gorman, a for- 
mer employee, who told the meet- 
ing that he holds “more shares 
than half of the board,” criticised 
the treatment of met ry dur- 
ing the dispute. He asked were 
payments of £4,000 for branch 
managers and £3,000 for manag- 
ers in headquarters made to par- 
ticular staff after the dispute and 
wanted to know how this could be 
reconciled with the terms of the 
national pay agreement. 

In answer to a number of ques- 
tions on the dispute, Mr Suther- 
land denied any victimisation of 
employees but did not answer the 
question on special payments. 

Press photograpers were not 
allowed to take pictures of the 
proceedings at the agm. A group 
of about 10 people who described 
themselves as “dissident share- 
holders,” held a meeting in the 
nearby Horse Show House bar an 
hour before the agm began, where 
they distributed to the press de- 
tails of complaints against the 
AIB board. 


Court moves to strike 
out Telecom case appeal 


MR JOHN GLACKIN, the 
Dublin solicitor investigating 
the £9 million’ sale to 
Telecom Eireann of a site at 
Ballsbridge, Dublin, will ask 
the Supreme Court on Mon- 
day to strike out proceedings 
brought by Guernsey-based 
businessman, Mr Colin 
Probets and his Isle of Man 
registered company, Freezone 
Investments Ltd. 

The application follows the 
failure of Mr Probets and his 
company to lodge within a 
fixed time limit £42,000 as 
security for estimated costs 
of an appeal due to begin 
next Monday. 

The appeal, brought by Mr 
Probets and his company, is 
against a High Court refusal 
to limit the extent of the in- 


spector’s investigation. On 
June 19th, the “Supreme 
Court ordered Mr Probets 
and Freezone to lodge the 
£42,000 following an applica- 
tion by Mr Glackin for secu- 
rity of costs. No monies had 
been lodged to date. 


Mr Patrick MacEntee, SC, 
for Mr Probets and Freezone, 
said the solicitor dealing with 
the matter had made strenu- 
ous attempts to contact his 
client in the Channel Islands, 
the secretary of Freezone in 
the Isle of Man, and the ac- 
countant to Freezone in 
London. 

Mr MacEntee said they had 
contacted the professional advi- 
sors to Freezone but had been un- 
able to contact Mr Probets, who 
was in very poor health. The up- 


é 


shot had been that the money had 
not come in. He asked the court 
to allow his lawyers to continue 
to endeavour to contact Mr 
Probets. 

Mr Justice McCarthy said even 
if they succeeded in contacting 
Mr Probets the court, under the 
terms of its own order made on 
June 19th, might strike out the 
appeal. Mr MacEntee said the 
money might be in Ireland and 
the appeal was a matter of consid- 
erable consequence. 

The court adjourned the matter 
to Monday.

on GPA 
debt

’ THE international credit rating 


agency Moody’s has lowered its 
rating on about $1.8 billion of long- 
term GPA debt, citing “declining 
airline fundamentals and the scope 
of the company’s commitments 
over the near to immediate term.” 

The downgrading follows a low- 
ering by Moody’s last week of the 
rating given to GPA’s ALPS air- 
craft fund, which involves the 
securitisation of commercial air- 
craft operating leases. 

Moody’s placed GPA _ under 
review in April and a downgrading 
was generally expected, even before 
the aborted equity market flotation 
of last month. A spokesman for 
GPA said that the downgrading 
was “not dissimilar to the way the 
major US airlines have been 
treated,” and pointed out that GPA 
has still retained its “investment 
grade status.” 

According to Mboody’s_ that 
status was retained because of “the 
company’s knowledge of the air- 
craft markets, its ability to mini- 
mise and manage lessee defaults, 
and the diversity of its funding 
sources.”

IN contrast to last year when 
Stephen Roche arrived late 
for the team trial stage on the 
second day of the Tour de 
France near Lyon and was 
eliminated, he played a big 
part tad for the Carrera 
squad being second fastest in 
the stage four test against the 
watch for the 22 teams. The 
32-year-old Dubliner thus 
leaped from 12th place overall 
to fifth. 

On the 63.5 kilometres cir-

CI warns of ‘no easy solutions’

The difficulty centres on the 
interpretation of the words 
“exceptional performance” which 
the OCI used in a hand-out issued 
some time ago to stress that the 
cut-off date for selections would 
be June 29th. Only in the event of 
an exceptional performance would 
they deviate from that deadline,

they stressed, and they are not as 
yet convinced, it seems, that the 
achievements of the quintet in 
question fall into that category. 
Quirke, returning to competi- 
tion after a two-year absence, got 
out to 20.04m at a meeting in 
New Jersey on Tuesday, but 
there still appears to be some 
doubt if his claims for selection 
will attract the support of a 
majority of the 11 council mem- 
bers.

Consider this deal where South 
was in three notrump. He won 
the heart lead in dummy and, 
expecting no difficulty scoring at 
least ten tricks, led a club to the 
ace and another one to the king. 
When West showed out, declarer 
was in trouble. 

He crossed to his hand with a 
club and led a diamond to the ten, 
losing to East’s queen. East 
returned a spade and South could 
not come to more than the eight 
tricks he had started with. 

Declarer should have made his 
contract. In fact, with proper play 
he would have made four 
notrump. He had failed to invoke 
a basic principle of dummy play 
— namely, that when a contract 
looks easy to make, declarer 
— ask himself what could 
possibly go wrong. 

The ietieation of this principle 
would have told South that the 
only way he could go down was if 
the opposing clubs broke badly. If 
they were divided 3-2, as they 
would be about two-thirds of the 
time, the contract was a certainty. 
But if they were divided 4-1, 
there was a danger of defeat. 

To cater to the latter pos- 
sibility, South should cash 
dummy’s king of clubs at trick 
two and then lead a club towards 
the closed hand. If East shows 
out, South allows West to win the 
trick, assuring himself of four 
club tricks and the contract. 

If East follows low to the 
second club, South plays the 
eight, again assuring the contract 
whether the eight wins or loses. 
And if East plays the ten or jack 
on the second club lead, declarer 
wins with the queen and scores 
ten tricks whether West follows 
suit or not. 

It’s really just a matter of 
asking yourself the right question 
at the outset.

Constable Michael Lahiff, the 
first policeman to be shot in the 
1916 Rising, was a descendant of 
Flai » son of Dongalach, 
lord of Fochla (an early name for 
the northern half of Ireland), who 


‘was killed in the year 825. We are 


not informed by the Four Masters 
in Anéla Rfoghtachta Eireann who 
perpetrated this early 9th cetury 
deed, and there is some doubt as 
to who shot the early 20th cen- 
tury constable. It was said to 
have been the Countess 
Markievicz, though she never 
Claimed this to have been the 
case, nor is there any evidence 
that it was so. Another 
Flaitheamh, son of Faelach was 
drowned in 869, and the death of 
another of the name who had 
been abbot of Liath, is recorded 
in the year 895.

ORK is to begin next 
W January on a £30 mil- 
lion leisure, retail 


and residential complex 
beside the ILAC Shopping 
Centre at Parnell Street in the 
centre of Dublin. Dublin Cor- 
poration has decided to grant 
planning permission for the 
development which will need 
to be well under way by the 
end of May next year to 
qualify for tax breaks avail- 
able in designated areas. 

The project is being pro- 
moted by a. Belfast chartered 
accountant, Peter Curistan, 
who is opening the first stage 
of a multi-screen and leisure 
complex in Belfast next 
October at Dublin Rodd, close 
to Shaftsbury Square in the 
city centre. 

MGM, which is to operate 
the 10-screen cinema in 
Belfast, is also in discussion 
to buy the 52,000-square-foot 
cinema complex in Dublin. If 
it goes ahead with this £10 
million investment, MGM will 
almost certainly close its Carl- 
ton Cinema in O’Connell 
Street and the Adelphi 


Cinema in Middle Abbey 
Street. 

The Parnell Street complex 
will provide one-stop shop- 
ping and leisure facilities on a 
site of almost four acres close 
to O’Connell Street. The 
promoters believe that the 
opening of the eight-screen 
cinema will stengthen the 
appeal of the city centre for 
cinema audiences because of 
the better transportation and 
the range of shops, bars and 
restaurants available. Three 
multiplex cinemas - have 
Opened in recent years in 
Tallaght, Coolock and Santry. 

Mr Curistan’s development 
will include a 400-space multi- 
storey car-park which will 
service all six floors of the 
new shopping and cinema 
complex. In addition to the 
cinemas, the attractions will 
include 10-pin bowling, a 
children’s adventure park, a 
20,000-square-foot night club 
and a high-tech cinema which 
creates the illusion that the 
audience is participating in the 
film. There will be several 
bars and restaurants in the 
60,000-square-foot shopping 
malls. All the other stores will 
be largely complementary and 
attract similar customers 
records, books, video games, 


a major toy outlet, sports 
shop and certain. types of 
clothing. . 

Tommy Lombard of Sherry 
Fitzgerald is handling the 
project for the developer. 

Mr Curistan has also 
secured planning permission 
for 100 apartments on the site. 
He is likely to sell off this 
part of the development to a 
company specialising in house 
building. If a buyer is not 
found at a satisfactory price, 
the apartments will be com- 
pleted and sold. 

Because of the very con- 
siderable size of the develop- 
ment and the need to have it 
out of the ground by May 
next to secure tax conces- 
sions, Mr Curistan may sell 
on part of the complex to a 
construction company or an 
investor.

Mth, with every likelihood of it 
making much less than the £310,000 it 
achieved when it was last sold by 
Lisney in May 1989. This time 
around, Lisney is quoting a guide 
price of only £200,000-plus for the 
Edwardian detached four-bedroom 
house, Ennismore, standing on 1'% 
acres on King Edward Road in Bray. 
Charles Broadhead of Lisney says 
the family which bought it at the 1989 


auction did not move in, but put it 
back on the market through Lisney in 
the spring of 1990 at £350,000. The 
price was reduced to £295,000 at the 
beginning of this year, but no buyer 
has emerged. It is now being put to 
auction on the instructions of Bank of 
Ireland. 

Two doors further along King Edward 
Road, a similar-style redbrick period house 
in its own grounds, Edgewood, has failed 
to find a buyer since it was withdrawn 
from auction over three months ago. The 
joint agents, H. J.. Byrne and Sherry 
FitzGerald are quoting £227,500 for the 


five-bedroom house on two-thirds of an 
acre — a reduction of £32,500 on the 
£260,000 sought immediately after the 
auction.

‘“‘To date, the recovery in 
private housing demand has been 
narrowly focused on the first-time 
buyer sector, with little sign of a 
resurgence in demand in_ the 
“trading up’ sector, despite the 
impact of lower interest rates and 
the acceleration in the pace of 
economic recovery”’ says the bulle- 
tin. 
**The imposition of a very high 
level of stamp duty on all second- 
hand houses, and on new houses 
above the grant size, is undoubt- 
edly discouraging ‘trading up’ 
activity. In addition, the decision 


to reduce the threshold on residen- 
tial property taxation to £90,000 is 
providing a further disincentive’’, 


DKM estimates that stamp duty 
on residential property yielded 
around £73 million last year, while 
property tax produced under £6 
million. ‘‘However, the negative 
impact of Residential Property Tax 
is probably out of all proportion to 
the revenue it generates’’, accord- 
ing to the bulletin, Housing 
Market Monitor, which DKM pre- 
pares every three months for the 
National House Building Guaran- 
tee Scheme and the Irish Home 
Builders Association. 


DKM< argues that there are very 
strong public policy reasons for not 
discouraging private housebuilding 
in general, and especially house- 
building for the ‘trading up 


market. The construction of large 
houses is relatively labour inten- 
sive, employing skilled and 

manual workers, and 
playing a key role in urban re- 
newal. 


DKM concludes: ‘‘A significant 
recovery in activity in the ‘trading’ 
up’ sector may have to await a 
reform of stamp duty and residen- 
tial property tax’’. 

Despite these difficulties, how- 
ever, the bulletin reveals encourag- 
ing housebuilding activity in the 
first half of this year. In the first 
three months, registrations with 
the National House Building 
Guarantee Scheme were up by 75 
per cent on the same period last 
year.

1,500, says Michael Buckley,

The Buckley story began 
with Michael and Sean’s 
father, John, originally from

he bought two shops down 
the road and Knocked them 
together to form the Show- 
rooms as they are now.”’ 

Ten years later the two 
Buckley sons became _in- 
volved in the furniture busi- 
ness, and have been partners 
since. Their father still runs 
the estate agency at the age of 
78. ‘‘Dad makes periodic 
checks on us to make sure 
we’re doing things right,” 
Sean says. | 

Neither Sean nor Michael 
were ever seriously inerested 
in getting involved in the 
property end of the business. 
“IT feel I have achieved some-

We 
found out later she had mental 
problems.

One way of avoiding 
temptation is to leave a top 
bid with the Buckleys and 
stay away from the auction 
altogether.

The price an item will fetch 
at an auction is often 
unpredictable. “‘It all depends 
on the demand,” says Sean.

Hoban House, one of 
Europe’s first dedicated con- 
ference centres, to be situated 
beside Shannon Airport in Co 
Clare. If it comes to fruition it 
will be well positioned to 
attract US executives to com- 
pany conferences in Ireland 
and to tap into both the 
annual $66 billion US confer- 
ence market and an estimated 
bigger market in the EC. 


The project, to be known as 
the oban House _Interna- 
tional Conference Resort and 
Golf Course, is the dream of 
Mr Kevin Power, the 
Washington-based vice- 
president of the international 
satellite company, Orion 
Network Systems. 


The planned luxury confer- 
ence resort, which aims to 


have 300 guest rooms and 30 
meeting and conference 
rooms, is named after James 
Hoban, the Irish architect 
who designed the White 
House, using Leinster House 
in Dublin as a model. Mr 
Power, whose parents emi- 
grated to America from Co 
Waterford, said: “It’s kind of 
ae the White House 
design back to Ireland”’. 


Final planning permission 
for the complex and an adjoin- 
ing championship golf course 
was obtained in November, 
said Mr Power, who hopes to 
finally put the financial pack- 
age for the £40 million venture 
in place by the autumn of this 
year. 


The key to the success of 
the project, which could 
employ 500 people and inject 


some £10 million into the local 
economy, is the agreement of 
the US company, Internatio- 
nal Conference Resorts of 
America (ICR), with head- 

uarters in Scottsdale, 

rizona, to manage Hoban 
House, guaranteeing the stan- 
dards they have set at their 
sumptuous conference centres 
in Virginia, Colorado and 
Arizona. 

These types of centres are 
virtually unknown in Europe 
where conferences are on 
based in large hotels. The 
locations are carefully chosen 
to ensure that participants 
have all their business and 
recreational needs seen to 
without the distraction of a 
city. All activities are subli- 
mated to the needs of the 
conference, rather than a 
variety of activities, as in a 
commercial hotel.

It is to 
be centred at Clenagh Castle 
which is to be restored and 
converted into a _ bar- 
restaurant. The 16th-century 
castle was owned by a branch 
of the McMahon family and 
has been unoccupied for 
about 250 years.
